This Is How They Honor a Saint Back East... 

Parade Organizers Threaten 
Cancellation, Arrests of Gays

The organizers of Boston’s 
St. Patrick’s Day parade have 
canceled Sunday’s parade, 
and announced they wouldn’t 
come out to play unless the 
Supreme Court acted to block 
a state court order allowing 
the Irish-American Gay, Les¬ 
bian and Bisexual Group of 
Boston (GLIB) to march in the 
event. Since that didn’t hap¬ 
pen, and rather than associate 
with lesbians and gays, they 
will refuse to honor the saint 
for whom the day is named. 

In documents filed with 
the court Tuesday, March 15, 


organizers told Justice David 
Souter that a Massachusetts 
Supreme Court order allow¬ 
ing GLIB to march in the pa¬ 
rade with banners violates the 
South Boston Allied Veterans 
Council’s rights to freedom of 
assembly. Souter oversees the 
2nd U.S. Circuit, which in¬ 
cludes Massachusetts. He 
could have granted the re¬ 
quest or referred it to the full 
court for review. Instead, he 
denied it. 

The dispute goes back at 
least two years. 

After the South Boston Al¬ 
lied Veterans Council voted 
to keep GLIB out of the pa¬ 


rade, the group filed a com¬ 
plaint in state court on March 
10, 1992, against the organiz¬ 
ers and Boston officials, suc¬ 
cessfully arguing their consti¬ 
tutional rights would be vio¬ 
lated if they were kept out of 
the parade. 

The state court ordered 
the veterans group to let 
GLIB participate. It participat¬ 
ed in last year’s parade but 
was verbally abused and pelt¬ 
ed with beer cans by the 
crowd as they marched 
through South Boston, the 
largely Irish-American section 
of Boston.

Disgruntled SFAF Employees 
To Vote on Possible Unionization

Non-management employ¬ 
ees at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation will vote 
on April 21 whether to be¬ 
come members of the Service 
Employees International 
Union. 

More than two-thirds of 
the eligible 88 employees at 
the agency have signed cards 
asking to be represented by 
SEIU Local 790 A, according 
to SFAF employee David 
Robb. 

“Salaries are not a major 
issue,” Robb told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It’s funda¬ 


mentally over the lack of rep¬ 
resentation by people who 
are HIV-positive in decision¬ 
making; racial and gender dis¬ 
crimination; heterosexism; 
and pervasive favoritism.” 

Staffers also want a union- 
facilitated grievance policy, 
and an end to an “at will 
clause” that allows SFAF 
management to fire workers 
without reason. 

The workers also complain 
that SFAF executive director 
Pat Christen would not agree 
to sign a neutrality agreement 
or consent to “a quick elec¬ 
tion” when asked to recognize 
the union last month. 


“There will be an election 
on April 21,” Christen said. 
“That’s a six-week process. I do 
feel that’s expedited,” she said. 

Christen said that the 
agency did not agree to recog¬ 
nize the union immediately 
because all employees needed 
time to consider whetnei to 
unionize the agency or not. 

As for organizers’ concerns 
that Christen refused to sign a 
neutrality agreement about 
the union, she said that such 
an agreement would violate 
her right to free speech.

Polk Street 
Gang Rape Reported

San Francisco police are 
investigating the gang rape of 
a gay man, which he says was 
perpetrated by four men on 
Polk Street’s Austin Alley on 
Thursday, March 10. 

Patrick Kirk, 28, has filed 
a police report in the incident, 
which occurred shortly after 
11 p.m., after he left the Q.T. 
bar with a friend. 

The pair separated and 
Kirk was walking down Polk 
Street when he was assaulted 
by the group of men. 

“They pushed me into the 
alley. Halfway into the alley, 
there’s a parking lot. It was 
right before that,” Kirk told 
the B.A.R. 

“They pushed me down. I 
landed on my knees. They 
pushed me back and onto my 
stomach. Two of them held 
me down. They pulled my 
pants down and took turns,” 
Kirk said. 

During the brutal assault, 
Kirk was also severely kicked 
in the arms and legs by his 
assailants. 

The assailants then ran 
down Austin Alley and onto 
Larkin Street. The assailants 
said little during the attack — 
and although Kirk cannot 
identify three of the as¬ 
sailants, he described one of 
the men as 5’10” or 11”, with 
short-cropped blonde or 
brown hair, and a thick but 
not fat build. 

“They didn’t say anything 
in particular,” Kirk recalled. 
“But someone said the name 
Eric, like ‘Come on, Eric.’” 

“I got up, got dressed, and 
went home and called my 
mother in Los Angeles. She 
told me to get my butt down 
to L.A., so I took a taxi to the 
airport and was at the airport 
by 1 a.m,” he said. 

Kirk also searched the tele¬ 


phone book to locate a victim- 
assistance program that 
served male rape victims, but 
didn’t have much success. 

“Some weren’t open, some 
didn’t deal with men, and 
some put me on hold so long 
that I just hung up,” he said. 

Finally, while at the air¬ 
port, Kirk called 911, recount¬ 
ed the incident, and asked the 
dispatcher for a phone num¬ 
ber of a crisis hotline that 
could help him. 

“They kept me busy. Sud¬ 
denly there were two police 
officers who were coming up 
to me and calling my name,” 
Kirk said. 

The officers took Kirk to a 
substation, where he was in¬ 
terviewed, filed a police re¬ 
port, and then went home to 
L.A. — where he was immedi¬ 
ately examined by an emer¬ 
gency room physician for in¬ 
ternal damage, and given pro¬ 
phylactic treatment for sexu¬ 
ally-transmitted diseases such 
as gonorrhea, clamydia, and 
other infections. 

Kirk says that he’s not too 
worried abut any sexually- 
transmitted disease other 
than HIV infection, and that 
he hopes he does not serocon- 
vert. 

“I get tested on a regular 
basis. I don’t know how to 
deal with the possibility of 
having HIV. I am gay, but 
anal sex is not something I 
do. I don’t like that,” he said. 

Kirk has begun seeing a 
therapist to cope with the 
emotional aftermath and trau¬ 
ma of the assault. 

“I want people to realize 
that rape happens to men, 
and I encourage people who 
have been raped to seek help. 
It’s important to seek help im¬ 
mediately,” Kirk said. 

“People don’t need to feel 
embarassed or ashamed.” ▼

Buffleb Update: 

01' Blue-Eyeliner's Back (In Jail)

Steffan Buffleb, the infa¬ 
mous “Blue Eyeliner Bandit,” 
was arrested on two counts of 
first-degree burglary on Cas¬ 
tro Street, Thursday, March 
10 . 

Buffleb’s reported victims 
allege that he met gay men in 
bars and other venues in the 
Castro district, and told them 
hard luck sob stories. 

After they invited Buffleb 
into their homes, they say he 
stayed for several days and 
then disappeared with cash 
and other valuables. 

Buffleb, a German nation¬ 
al, faces state prison time and 
deportation from the country 
if convicted of the crimes. 

Shortly after a warrant 
was signed for Buffleb’s ar¬ 
rest by Municipal Court Judge 
Ellen Chaitin, charging him 
with felony burglary, SFPD 
Fraud Inspector Phil Tu- 
marello was driving through 
the Castro and spotted Buf¬ 
fleb. 

“I saw him on the tele¬ 
phone on Market and Castro 
near the Bank of America,” 
Tumarello told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I thought to my¬ 
self, ‘well, there he is.’” 

A “really surprised” Buf-

fleb was arrested without in¬ 
cident, according to Tumarel- 
lo. 

Buffleb was arraigned in 
Department 10 of Superior 
Court on the felony burglary 
counts, according to District 
Attorney Investigator Ron 
Huberman. 

Judge Phillip Moscone re¬ 
fused to reduce Buffleb’s bail 
of $50,000 and he was re¬ 
manded to custody in the 
Hall of Justice. 

A Superior Court pre-hear¬ 
ing has been scheduled in the 


case for March 24. 

The felony residential 
charges were lodged against 
Buffleb in two incidents that 
occurred around New Year’s 
and the middle of February, 
Tumarello told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Entering a residence with 
intent to steal a person’s prop¬ 
erty such as cash or jewelry, 
whether or not the thief actu¬ 
ally breaks into and enters 
the premises or whether the 
person is accompanied by an 
unwitting victim, is burglary, 
according to Huberman, who 
investigated the case for the 
District Attorney. 

Buffleb was arrested in 
January in a similar case, but 
failed to appear in court. A 
bench warrant was issued for 
his arrest, and after his arrest 
last month at the Detour Bar, 
he pleaded guilty to a misde¬ 
meanor and was sentenced to 
15 days work-alternative and 
restitution to his victim for 
the crime. 

Buffleb is called the “Blue 
Eyeliner Bandit” because of 
the distinctive eyeliner 
tatooed into his eyelids. 

Huberman said that indi¬

Supe Candidate Simeon White Dies

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal called for an early 
adjournment of the board on 
Monday, March 14, in honor 
of the late Simeon White. 
The long-time gay and civil 
rights activist died of AIDS- 
related complications on 
March 11 after a short illness. 
He was 47. 

White’s involvement in so¬ 
cial justice politics began in 
his teen years in Kingston, 
North Carolina, where he be¬ 
gan a youth chapter of Na¬ 
tional Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People 
that spearheaded a drive to 
desegregate lunch counters 
restaurants and movie the¬ 
aters. 

The effort was successful, 
according to Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, and White was de¬ 
nounced as “a troublemaker” 
by racist then-talk show host 
Jesse Helms. 

White’s activism continued 
into his college years, through 
involvement in the Congress 
of Racial Equality, and into 
graduate school at the Martin 
Luther King Center For So¬ 
cial Change in Chester, Penn¬ 
sylvania, where he became ac¬ 
tive in anti-war and pacifist 
endeavors. 

During the Vietnam con¬ 
flict, White, who belonged to 
the American Friends Service 
Committee, was indicted for 
refusing induction to the 
Army, but avoided prison on 
a technicality. 

White moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco in the mid-70s and be¬ 
came active in the fight to de¬ 


feat the Brigg’s initiative, a 
state ballot measure to ban 
gays and lesbians from teach¬ 
ing jobs. 

He also served as president 
of the San Francisco Chapter 
of Service Employees Inter¬ 
national Union Local 535. 

White was an early mem¬ 
ber of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/ Gay/Bisexual Democrat¬ 
ic Club, served on the Black 
Leadership Forum, the Les- 
bian/Gay/Bisexual/Transgen- 
der Advisory Committee to 
the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission, and the 
Affirmative Action Review 
Committee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Unified School District. 
He was also active in nuclear

disarmament activism. 

A member of the Board of 
the Vanguard Foundation, 
White announced his candida¬ 
cy for the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors last November at a bene¬ 
fit for the group where he 



was honored with a commu¬ 
nity service award. 

“Simeon’s death is a pro¬ 
found loss for me personally, 
and a total loss for the com¬ 
munity,” said Kenya Briggs, 
former member of the Milk 
Club’s executive board. “Sim¬ 
eon would call it as he saw it, 
and if he thought something 
was wrong, he said so. That’s 
the way he lived his life.” 

“Simeon White was a fine 
person who died too soon,” 
she continued. “It’s a cruel 
thing, the way this disease in¬ 
sists on taking everybody the 
same way. It just robs them of 
everything physical.” 

White is survived by his 
mother Lois Meadows White, 
his brother Douglas, his sister 
Brenda Sherrill, and other rel¬ 
atives and countless friends. 

A memorial service is 
planned for April 23 in San 
Francisco; the time and loca¬ 
tion will be announced. ▼ 


Civil Rights Losses 
Are Not Capital Gains: 
Los Gatos Man Sues IRS

A Los Gatos gay man who 
was forced to move from his 
home shortly after he pur¬ 
chased it, because of anti-gay 
harassment from neighbors, is 
now suing the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service. 

Clark Clementsen, who 
was a victim of anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment including verbal 
abuse, intimidation, and bur¬ 
glary, will file suit against the 
IRS next week in San Jose 
District Court, according to 
his attorney Cathy A. Stahler. 

Stahler, a Cupertino-based 
tax attorney, said the suit 
would be filed for a refund of 
an estimated $35,000 that 
Clementsen had to pay in tax¬ 
es and penalties, due to an 
IRS code that requires a per¬ 
son who sells more than one 
personal residence in a 24- 
month period to pay capital 
gains taxes. 

Stahler will sue under IRS 
provisions that exempt tax¬ 
payers from taxes on proper¬ 
ty that is stolen from them. 

“His house was stolen 
from him as surely as if some¬ 
one had robbed him at gun¬ 
point,” Stahler told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Clementsen was forced to 
move from his Los Gatos con¬ 
dominium when the anti-gay 
harassment left him “afraid 
for his life” after the death of 
his lover. 


At trial, Stahler — and law 
enforcement witnesses — will 
detail the harassment and 
anti-gay abuse that Clement¬ 
sen suffered, and argue that 
his peace of mind, right to 
privacy, and his home were 
all stolen from him. 

Legal principles make the 
“conversion of” those rights, 
and Clementsen’s forced 
move from the house, “theft,” 
Stahler says, so the IRS 
should refund the capital 
gains taxes — which were paid 
through efforts of Clement- 
sen’s friends and supporters, 
as the 41-year-old hair stylist 
is suffering from cancer. 

Stahler told the Bay Area 
Reporter that San Jose Re¬ 
gional IRS Center employees 
involved in the initial process 
of collection were very sym¬ 
pathetic to the gay man’s 
plight — and approved the ap¬ 
peal of the tax. 

But, she said, a supervisor 
overturned their decision. 

A legal defense trust fund 
has been established to defray 
the costs of the court battle 
with the IRS, Stahler said. 

“There are times in this 
world where justice should 
prevail and this is one of 
them,” she said.

Brother to Brother: 
Survey of Gay Frats

A national survey is under¬ 
way to find out about gay fra¬ 
ternity members in the hope 
that more understanding and 
openness about the subject 
will dispel homophobia. 

Doug Case, an openly gay 
Coordinator of Fraternity and 
Sorority Life at San Diego 
State University, and past na¬ 
tional president of the Associ¬ 
ation of Fraternity Advisors, 
said the idea for the project 
came about in discussions 
with other gay fraternity advi¬ 
sors. 

“It was personal curiosity, 
whether our experiences 
were the same as others,” 
Case said in a telephone inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We put together the 
survey and have recently ex¬ 
panded it to be more compre¬ 
hensive.” 

Case, a Kappa Sigma, has 
also advised Delta Lambda 
Phi, San Francisco State Uni¬ 
versity’s gay fraternity. 

And while Case is happy 
about the development of 
such a frat, he notes that 
there is a very different dy¬ 
namic compared to a closeted 
gay who joins a “straight” fra¬ 
ternity. 

“The profile of the stu¬ 
dents who would join a pre¬ 
dominantly heterosexual fra¬ 
ternity is very different than a 
student who would join a gay 
frat. It’s very different than a 
student who is active in gay 
and lesbian groups.” 

Using the data from the 
survey, Case is interested in 
dispelling the myths about 
fraternities, as well as point¬ 
ing out some of the problems. 

“Most gay men in fraterni¬ 
ties are very closeted,” he 
said. If it’s known within the 
fraternity, it may cause prob¬ 
lems. 

“A lot of them go to great 
lengths to hide their sexual 
orientation. They deny thei. 
identity of being gay.” 

When asked if he thought 


more closeted gay men might 
join fraternities, Case said, 
“my sense is, the number of 
gay men in fraternities is 
equal to the [ratio of those] 
who are on campus.” 

The survey may do some 
part in exposing the duplicity 
of fraternities. While hazing 
and bonding rituals in frater¬ 
nities are notoriously homo¬ 
erotic, Case said, “if you talk 
to men in most fraternities, 
they say, ‘no, there’s no gay 
men in our chapter.’” 

Case sees a different story 
in some fraternities he works 
with. Sometimes, he said, 
“when I’m on campuses, the 
gaydar is sending off rockets.” 

He thinks gay students join 
fraternities, “because they like 
male camaraderie. The sur¬ 
vey is showing fairly consis¬ 
tently, gay men join for the 
social opportunities, to belong 
to a peer group, to have a 
type of family, the social life. 
In some cases, it’s a status 
thing to do, but if you were to 
ask a gay fraternity man why 
he joined, you’ll find the same 
answers as a straight stu¬ 
dent.” 

With over 200 responses al¬ 
ready received, Case has an¬ 
other 150 in the process of be¬ 
ing sent out, and hopes more 
fraternity brothers will con¬ 
tinue to respond. 

In explaining the atmo¬ 
sphere of frats, Case said how 
“it’s similar to other groups 
like the military. They’re seg¬ 
regated by sex, a relatively 
young group. Frequently, it’s 
the time a lot of people are 
doing sexual exploration. 

“If it’s a cohesive group 
with male bonding,’they try 
to impress each other,” he 
said, which is where homo¬ 
phobia breeds. 

However, many people’s 
fascination with “the bad side 
of Greeks, when they get in 
trouble for hazing or whatev¬ 
er, makes for a lopsided 
view that clouds the many 
good things fraternities do, 
Case said. 


One of the problems with 
dispelling homophobia in fra¬ 
ternities, according to Case, is 
that there are not that many 
fraternity advisors who are 
openly gay. He’s found few 
problems with his position, 
even though people know 
he’s gay. Case came out offi¬ 
cially a few years ago when 
he was elected President of 
the Association of Fraternity 
Advisors. 

“I’m not sure it would be 
as easy in other parts of the 
country, though,” he com¬ 
mented. 

He believes that coming 
out is still a difficult decision 
for young gay men, but he is 
seeing some exceptions. 

“It’s becoming more com¬ 
mon for a person who is gay 
to come out and stick with 
the organization. It used to be 
if a person came out, he 
would be kicked out as a 
pledge or rushee.” Case re¬ 
ferred to the rush process, 
where fraternity members de¬ 
cide which new applicants to 
accept. 

“I’ve heard of cases of vot¬ 
ing down rushees because of 
their supposed sexuality,” he 
said. “They’re afraid that 
someone’s going to think that 
their fraternity is gay.” 

Case believes that usually 
it’s better if a gay fraternity 
member comes out on his 
own, as opposed to being out- 
ed or “caught in the act.” 

He’ll continue collecting 
surveys through spring. 

“My hope is to get all the 
surveys in by the end of the 
spring to tabulate the results.” 
He envisions several articles or 
even publishing the results, 
with interviews, in an 
academic journal or in a book, 
book.

Medical Marijuana... Or Bust

According to Terrance 
Alan, 40, of San Francisco, 
cannabis is a life-extending 
drug. He is sure the marijua¬ 
na his late partner, Randal 
Pacheco, included in his arse¬ 
nal of AIDS treatments gave 
Pacheco more months of life, 
with greater comfort and bet¬ 
ter nutrition than he would 
otherwise have had. Yes, it 
was illegal; but just as indis¬ 
putably and more important¬ 
ly, it worked. 

Ironically, Alan says he 
“had a high degree of confi¬ 
dence that in our situation it 
was safer for me to grow it at 
home rather than try to buy it 
on the street.” He was wrong. 
Simply buying indoor cultiva¬ 
tion lights at a store in San 
Rafael exposed him to a 
months-long drug investiga¬ 
tion, culminating in his being 
charged with cultivation of 
marijuana. He goes to trial 
Monday, April 4 and faces the 
possibility of a three-year sen¬ 
tence. 

An HIVer himself, Alan ac¬ 
knowledges that this could be 
a de facto death sentence, be¬ 
cause of the greater stress and 
low level of medical care to 
which prisoners are subjected. 
He told the B.A.R. Friday, 
“I’m determined to fight to 
the best of my abilities so 
what happened to Randal and 
I won’t happen to anyone 
else. It’s for Randal and all 
the other suffering people 
who need this as a medicine 
that I must fight and win.” 

Dennis Peron, a longtime 
activist for decriminalization 
of marijuana, points out that 
both federal and state agen¬ 
cies have declined to pursue 
the Alan case, and character¬ 
izes the insistence of the city 
District Attorney’s office on 
prosecution as “mean-spirit¬ 
ed.” 

“What’s on trial is our soci¬ 
ety,” Peron said, blasting DA 
Arlo Smith. “Is spending our 
city’s money to put Terrance 
in jail for three years going to 
make us safer?” 

Alan and Pacheco were at 
home together, with their 
heat turned up for comfort 
because Pacheco was very ill, 
May 25 of last year, when po¬ 
lice from three separate agen¬ 
cies — the federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Agency, the state’s 
Bureau of Narcotics Enforce¬ 
ment, and the SFPD — broke 
down the door to their apart¬ 
ment. They chained Pacheco 
to his bed in what Alan de¬ 
scribes as a “four- or five-hour 
ordeal,” and threatened to 
haul both men off to jail that 
night unless Mr. Alan signed 
a confession. Concerned 
about his partner’s condition, 
Mr. Alan wrote that he had 
bought lights and grown mar¬ 
ijuana (a total of two mature 
plants and about a gross of 
seedlings in a closet) “to use 
in treating a loss of appetite 
and loss of weight as a result 
of having AIDS and taking 
the medications needed to 
treat it. 

“I explained that the mari¬ 
juana increases our appetite 
and helps with reducing the 
side effects of the medica¬ 
tions,” Alan’s written state¬ 
ment continues. 

Stewart Jankowitz of the 
San Francisco DA’s office 
told the B.A.R. Tuesday that 
while he was unable to esti¬ 
mate the cost to the city of 
the investigation, he believed 
city police involvement to 
have been only “technical.”

“If I said it cost the city 
nothing it could be a misstate¬ 
ment. I’d only be guessing,” 
he said. “We didn’t let any vi¬ 
olent criminals go in order to 
pursue this case. It’s always a 
question of priorities. 

“I didn’t want everybody 
to think I’m a villain. I wasn’t 
directly ordered to prosecute 
this case but it was brought to 
me for charging. There was 
probable cause to believe the 
suspect had violated the law 
so the suspect was charged, 
because of the evidence point¬ 
ing to the defendant’s guilt 
and the relatively large 
amount of marijuana being 
cultivated as well as the 
amount that had been pro¬ 
cessed.” 

By “processed,” Jankowitz 
explained, some of the plant 
material had been cut or 
chopped up and placed in 
plastic bags. 

The DA’s office is seeking 
to add further charges in a 
motion pending to amend. 
The new charges would be ei¬ 
ther “possession of marijuana 
for sale to others” or, alterna¬ 
tively, “furnishing or dis¬ 
tributing,” which could apply 
to Alan bringing a marijuana 
brownie or cigarette to his 
partner but would acknowl¬ 
edge that such “furnishing” 
held no commercial aspect. 
Mr. Jankowitz was reluctant 
to speak about specific facts, 
or “merits,” of the case, he 
told the B.A.R., because of 
ethical considerations regard¬ 
ing making such facts public 
prior to a trial. “If people 
knew, [facts withheld by the 
DA’s office at present] it 
might give them more of an 
understanding about why this 
case was prosecuted, and 
some might see it as warrant¬ 
ed, or justified, or understand¬ 
able.” 

Support from supervisors 

While Jankowitz refers to 
the marijuana found at the 
Pacheco-Alan residence as “a 
relatively large quantity,” he 
admits that he has spoken to 
physicians about how much 
marijuana a PWA would use, 
to fight wasting syndrome, 
for example, and “different 
doctors say different amounts. 
It would depend on the user.” 
He also agreed that someone 
in more extreme stages of the 
disease, the point Mr. 
Pacheco had reached at the 
time of the investigation, 
would be likely to use more. 

According to San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Terence Halli- 
nan, who has affirmed his 
support for Alan, the use of 


the plant for medicinal pur¬ 
poses by PWAs comes within 
the purview of both Proposi¬ 
tion P, which San Francisco 
citizens passed last June by an 
overwhelming 80 percent ma¬ 
jority, and the board of super¬ 
visors’ own legislation, resolu¬ 
tion 741-92, passed in August, 
1992 by a unanimous vote of 
all supervisors present. 

“Neither includes any ref¬ 
erence to number of plants,” 
Hallinan observed. “Proposi¬ 
tion P concerns using mari¬ 
juana in the treatment of ill¬ 
ness, and in the city resolu¬ 
tion, we used the wording ‘se¬ 
rious illness,’ at the insistence

Marching for our Rights 

We mark this St. Patrick’s Day by saluting the brave people 
who will go to jail for celebrating it: the lesbians and gays in 
New York who have vowed to crash a parade that explicitly ex¬ 
cludes them, knowing they will be arrested. Good for them. 

We know the event is New York City’s most joyless march of 
the year, that it can only be called a party by people who consid¬ 
er beer a cocktail, and that we are personally more likely to fight 
to get out of it than to get in. But that isn’t the point, any more 
than an urge to join was the point of demanding an end to the 
military ban. We’re not anxious to join in a drunken parade of 
faux-Catholicism or Green Berets, but the fact is we have a right 
to join either if we are so inclined, and no one has the right to 
take away that right. So we love those queer gatecrashers in New 
York and applaud them for confronting naked bigotry head-on. 

This is the second year handcuffs will be put on wrists of gay 
and lesbian Irish-Americans, simply for being gay and lesbian 
Irish-Americans and for being willing to say so as they march in 
an extremely public parade. For shame. 

Further north, in a town whose once-proud history includes 
many of the best speeches and sentiments of the (first) Amerian 
Revolution, behavior has sunk to the sub-adolescent. When or¬ 
ganizers of Boston’s St. Patrick’s Day Parade were ordered to not 
interfere with the rights of people to parade their homosexuality, 
it was announced to the stunned citizenry that there will be no 
parade at all. That, we assume, is not pleasing good Saint Patrick 
in the Beyond. But then, could the traditional sights — drunken 
Southies puking green beer into gutters — please him? Hardly. 

Significantly, lesbians and gays in Ireland have no such trou¬ 
ble. They are accepted as part of the celebrations there, as they 
should be, and as they should be in New York and Boston. Of 
course, it’s only where the right wing can manipulate the “faith¬ 
ful” that such bigotry is tolerated. 

We’re glad there’s been no legal attempt to exclude us here 
in San Francisco, but we wonder if that isn’t the kind of thing 
Lou Sheldon and his ilk are doing, skulking around the dank cor¬ 
ridors of the Hamilton Square Baptist Church. That must be why 
so many gentle loving people feel compelled to make him unwel¬ 
come here, whether in City Hall or in the bowels of that church. 

We fear, and with cause, that Sheldon’s appearances may re¬ 
sult in costly battles — in time and energy, as well as money — 
where we are called upon to defend our rights to love, live, and 
even march in a parade honoring a saint. What keeps him at bay 
is the strength of our numbers here, and the actions of people ev¬ 
erywhere. Some are here in San Francisco, some are in New 
York and Boston, and some are in Ovett, Mississippi. 

Heck, we don’t need St. Patrick’s Day. We are a parade! 

But we wonder: do they contemptuously laugh at America in 
Ireland? For that matter, is Columbia — which now admits gays 
to the military — laughing at us? Israel? Canada? Is everyone? O r 
are they just shocked? It was Lincoln who identified a compelling 
reason to hate slavery (aside from its obvious contradiction with 
the Declaration of Independence, and civility): for all America’s 
desire to lead, slavery exposed us to the rest of the world as hyp¬ 
ocrites, as does homophobia now. And we can’t afford it. 

We’ve been thinking about Lincoln a lot lately. First by imag¬ 
ining his reaction to the Ovett situation — with its KKK implica¬ 
tions and all — and then by trying to think what he’d say about 
the far right’s attempt to dismantle education. He was the 
founder of the GOP, remember, the group that just banned Cal¬ 
ifornia teachers from its events, but he was also a person who 
valued both knowledge and wisdom. 

The difference between the two, we suspect, has to do with 
how one has been taught: knowledge is what to think, but wis¬ 
dom is how. Another Sheldon from the Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion — Beverly, this time — so obviously fears wisdom she man¬ 
aged to get a story by Pulitzer-Prize winner Alice Walker yanked 
from a statewide test, partially because students were asked how 
they felt after reading it. That, according to Beverly, is intrusive 
— and not the sort of thing schools should worry about. 

Clearly, what the schools should worry about is Beverly. Once 
she is able to determine that schools may only teach what to 
think, she’ll surely start what that what ought to be. 

It’s heartening that so many Californians rose up to protest the 
TVC’s meddling in the schools — so many, in fact, Walker’s story 
has been put back where it belongs. With enough outrage and 
enough noise, it’s possible to stop bigots: even the Sheldons. 

So go parade your sexuality. It’s your right. ▼

Negative Laws for HIV-Positives

Few would disagree that an HIV-infected 
person who intentionally transmits the virus to 
another person, or who intentionally attempts 
to do so, should be punished. But the intention¬ 
al use of HIV to injure another is exceedingly 
rare. If a prosecutor encounters an apparent in¬ 
stance of such reprehensible conduct, she or he 
should be exceedingly careful to ensure that all 
elements of the contemplated offense are pre¬ 
sent and that the conduct of the HIV-infected 
defendant is assessed comparably to similar 
harmful or hazardous conduct unrelated to 
HIV Prosecutors should also step back from 
the particulars of the case to assess whether 
prosecution is truly warranted and just. 

Two examples demonstrate how a 
grotesque, unrestrained impulse to punish can 
propel the state into unwarranted prosecutions. 
In Indiana v. Haines, the Court of Appeals up¬ 
held convictions on several counts of attempted 
murder where such severe charges should nev¬ 
er have been brought - irrespective of whether 
the elements of the offense could be proven. 
Donald Haines, a man with AIDS, was convict¬ 
ed of attempted murder based upon his con¬ 
duct when paramedics interrupted his suicide 
attempt. After he was revived, he used his 
slashed wrists and a blood-soaked wig to fling 
blood at and threaten those who were attempt¬ 
ing to help him, pleading with them to let him 
die. The appellate court characterized Haines’s 
conduct as “biological warfare with those at¬ 
tempting to help him [—] akin to a sinking ship 
firing on its rescuers,” refusing to acknowledge 
Haines’ desire to commit suicide and his in¬ 
tense frustration when that desire was thwart¬ 
ed. The prosecutor, who had much more dis¬ 
cretion in the matter, must have similarly 
viewed Haines’ conduct in the most unrealistic 
and unsympathetic light. 


Even more disturbing is the edict on “AIDS 
Prosecutions” circulated by a military prosecu¬ 
tor, Major Cal Scovel, to his colleagues. This 
extraordinary document states: 

"Trial counsel and MJOs: anxious to 
take on an AIDS case? For pointers, see 
Military Justice Advisory 8-87..., which 
discusses the theory of prosecuting ser¬ 
vice members who engage in sexual ac¬ 
tivities without disclosing the fact of 
HIV infection to their partners. Your 
smorgasbord of possible charges in¬ 
cludes sodomy, of course, but the more 
adventurous of you will want to see if 
an assault or order-violation (failure to 
follow safe-sex procedures) specification 
fits your facts. The message also ad¬ 
dresses evidentiary use of lab test re¬ 
sults for HIV positivity and information 
obtained during an epidemiologic as¬ 
sessment interview. A final point to pon¬ 
der: consider scoring early points with 
members or judge by having surgical 
gloves and masks ready for their use in 
the courtroom. Good hunting, and re¬ 
member. even if the accused is acquit¬ 
ted, you'll still get the death penalty." 

This ghastly impulse to punish those who 
are HIV-infected, in any way possible, must 
cause prosecutors and courts — along with ad¬ 
vocates and activists — to stop and seriously as¬ 
sess any criminal allegations against people 
with HIV disease.

School's Out 

Several weeks ago you printed a letter I had writ¬ 
ten to Mr. Paul Cheng, Principal at Lowell High 
School. My daughter had brought home a note from 
her teacher in Family Life Education Class notifying 
parents that they may exempt their student from cer¬ 
tain subject matter taught, including “homosexuali¬ 
ty” which I found to be highlighted along with suicide 
prevention, child abuse, etc. My letter to Mr. Cheng 
expressed outrage over this matter.

As it is difficult to monitor all teachers, I did leave with 
the belief that Tom Ammiano and the Board will do 
their best to watch over this situation, develop what 
is necessary and try to prevent any derogatory insinua¬ 
tions distributed to students and parents.

We are writing to strongly object to the mayor’s 
handling of events surrounding the appointment of 
Dr. Sandra Hernandez as Director of Health. We 
believe that the mayor should apologize to both the 
African-American and the Lesbian/Gay/Bisex- 
ual/Transgender communities of this city for the part 
he played in this matter. 

We are particularly upset that the mayor chose to 
lend credibility to unsubstantiated allegations that 
Supervisors Susan Leal and Carole Migden improper¬ 
ly influenced the Health Commission’s decision¬ 
making process.

Boxer Goes to Bat for DiFi

That’s how one 
JL, seasoned San 
Francisco Democratic Party 
activist described a recent let¬ 
ter mailed by Barbara Boxer, 
our state’s junior United 
States senator, to her thou¬ 
sands of supporters and cam¬ 
paign contributors. The letter 
states that “the one teammate 
on whom I [Boxer] most de¬ 
pend is my colleague, friend 
and fellow Californian, Di¬ 
anne Feinstein,” adding that 
“together, we make an effec¬ 
tive team for our state and 
our nation.” 

It is no secret that Fein¬ 
stein faces an expensive and 
potentially hard-fought battle 
to keep her seat in Novem-

ber, particularly, if, as expect¬ 
ed, her Republican opponent 
is multimillionaire freshman 
Congressman Michael Huffing- 
ton. Why is Barbara Boxer, 
safe in her Senate seat until 
1998, so determined to help 
Feinstein, once a political foe? 

Well, first, as Boxer herself 
has pointed out, there are few 
enough women in the Senate 
and even fewer with Fein- 
stein’s talent. Add to that the 
fact that both Boxer and Fein¬ 
stein truly feel that they are 
indeed an effective team — 
and most political observers, 
including some of their Re¬ 
publican critics would agree — 
it makes sense that California 
voters keep them where they 
are. 

In Boxer’s letter, which 
asks recipients to contribute 
to Feinstein’s re-election ef¬ 
fort, she ticks off numerous 
accomplishments the two 
have made together: “We 
teamed up in responding to 
the devastation of the 
Northridge earthquake, meet¬ 
ing with the president, the 
governor, the FEMA director 
and local officials to help 
bring badly needed aid direct¬ 
ly to the victims, while assign¬ 
ing our staffs to the disaster 
assistance centers, and togeth¬ 
er, Dianne and I are working 
to win approval of a Supple¬ 
mental Appropriations Bill to 
provide funds to help Califor¬ 
nia rebuild.” The epistle goes 
on to point out that “Dianne’s 
position on the Senate Appro¬ 
priations Committee will 
speed the bill’s passage.” 

Senator Boxer further as¬ 
serts that “in the Senate, Di¬ 
anne and I have teamed up to 
fight to protect choice by 
speaking out for the Freedom 
of Choice Act and the Free¬ 


dom of Access and Clinic En¬ 
trance Act — and by standing 
up for presidential appointees 
who respect the rights of 
women. Together, we helped 
pass the Family and Medical 
Leave Act, to give men and 
women the basic right to care 
for a sick child or elderly par¬ 
ent without the fear of losing 
their jobs.” 

Another reason that Bar¬ 
bara Boxer wants to help Di¬ 
anne Feinstein get re-elected, 
aside from the fact that the 
two have actually grown to 
become friends as well as po¬ 
litical allies, is because it was 
probably Dianne Feinstein 
more than anyone else who 
helped Barbara get elected in 
1992. A month before that 
November election, most 
polls showed Feinstein win¬ 
ning easily over her GOP in¬ 
cumbent opponent; Boxer, 
meanwhile, was locked in a 
very tough race with her con¬ 
servative GOP opponent, 
with most political observers 
saying she would lose a close 
contest on election day. Fein¬ 
stein took to campaigning 
hard for Boxer the final 
weeks, and some close to Fe¬ 
instein claim that she even 
turned down campaign contri¬ 
butions, advising those people 
to donate to Boxer instead. 
Many believe it was Fein¬ 
stein’s effort on Boxer’s be¬ 
half that turned the tide in 
Barbara’s favor. 

Boxer herself says publicly 
that “when I most needed her, 
while I was running neck and 
neck with my Republican op¬ 
ponent, Dianne went the ex¬ 
tra mile for me time and 
again; with her very personal 
and energetic help, California 


made history by electing the 
two of us.” The letter contin¬ 
ues, “Just as Dianne reached 
out to me, I want to reach out 
to her to make sure we con¬ 
tinue to be an effective team 
for California. ... I’ve 
promised Dianne that she can 
count on me and that I’ll orga¬ 
nize my friends and support¬ 
ers to join me.... I hope you’ll 
join me and send Dianne a 
check today when she most 
needs our help.”

When SF District Attorney 
Arlo Smith withdrew his 
name from the race for Cali¬ 
fornia attorney general last 
week, he did it in the way 
most would expect from this 
man — with class and concern 
for a united Democratic Par¬ 
ty.

Does this mean the end of 
Arlo Smith’s public service 
career? He hasn’t said, but 
within hours of his announce¬ 
ment last week, the veteran 
pol had received numerous 
telephone calls urging him to 
seek another term as DA. 

This one could be interest¬ 
ing — all three Democratic gu¬ 
bernatorial candidates are in¬ 
vited to the Chinese Ameri¬ 
can Democratic Club’s annual

ny Alliance. 

Queen Latifah, who has in 
the past refused to address 


overtly anti-gay statements 
made by performers with 
whom she performs, did 
make her feelings about the 
Dance-A-Thon clear to the 
B.A.R. “this is the most fun 
thing,” she said excitedly. “I 
mean, I’m so happy to be a 
part of this. This is something 
I look forward to every year 
in New York and in San 
Francisco. I’ve consistently 
come to the AIDS Dance-A- 
Thon, ’cause nowhere have I 
ever seen five-six-seven thou¬ 
sand people in one big room 
partying their asses off. So 
come for the party, where 
you can come party, hear 
good music, and at the same 
time be doing something and 
not even have to pay to get 
in.”

When the five anonymous 
guys who produce the “Sons 
of Bacchus” sex parties invit¬ 
ed me into their realm to re¬ 
veal their inner most secrets, 

I was secretly thrilled. De¬ 
scribe the goings-on at the 
city’s most private, most ex¬ 
clusive, invitation-only orgy? 
Why not? And with that 
name, how could I go wrong? 

Unfortunately, the weeks 
building up to the event were 
less than pleasant. It seemed 
every aspect of my life was 
determined to avalanche into 
a stress-filled frustrating tum¬ 
ble towards this March 11 all¬ 
male four-hour orgy, to be 
hosted in a private home, lo¬ 
cation to be revealed only an 
hour before the event. 

The result left me pim¬ 
pled, anxious, and fretting 
that my meager gym efforts 
were for naught, and that 
even with the help of zit 
cream, beaching, and pump¬ 
ing, I would not make the 
grade. I’d forget to trim my 
ear fuzz. I’d forget to douche. 
I’d be sitting on a sofa in the 
corner with a notebook while 
a herd of muscle boys rolled 
about on the floor like a 3-D 
Tom of Finland. Fortunately, 
this didn’t happen. Well, the 
rolling on the floor part did. 
Who are these guys? 

The Sons of Bacchus pre¬ 
fer to remain anonymous. 
That way they can be selec¬ 
tive about who gets invited, 
and don’t have to suffer beg¬ 
ging requests from acquain¬ 
tances to get an invite (“I’m a 
friend of a friend of so and 
so...”) 

The issue of exclusivity 
was a problem for me. What 
constitutes a well-rounded 
group to the organizers (who 
handed out 100 invites over 
the previous weeks for this, 
their third party) may not be 
so for others. Yet they repeat¬ 
edly mentioned how they pre¬ 
fer a variety, including men 
of all colors, ages, and 
physiques. But since they also 
invite a few porn stars and 
Campus dancers, I felt sure 
there was still a strong prefer¬ 
ence toward the buffed. 

“We’re actually looking 
more for guys who are open 
sexually, adventurous, and 
will respect the other partici¬ 
pants,” said one Son of Bac¬ 
chus. 

“A guy may have a terrific 
body, but if he’s got attitude, 
forget it. He doesn’t get in,” 
said another S.O.B., who also 
sidelines in the porn industry. 

And what of sexually 
transmitted diseases? “I treat 
every guy I make out with as 
if he was HIV-positive, and 
they should do the same,” 
said one participant who 
asked not to be named. While 
HIV-positive, he remains 
what he calls “careful” with 
his sexual partners, while he 
may not divulge his serosta- 
tus. That only leaves every 
other sexually transmitted 
disease, including that nasty 
flu that’s been going around. 

“We’ll be monitoring peo¬ 
ple’s behaviors,” says one of 
the producers. “We haven’t 
had problems. People are re¬ 
spectful of other’s bodies.” 

The issue of privacy at the 
party is also a concern. While 
not an actual sex club per se, 


according to the Coalition for 
Healthy Sex — the group com¬ 
posed of Health Department, 
sex educators and AIDS ser¬ 
vice group reps — a private 
party that charges money for 
a sexual space is under their 
realm of concern. Everyone 
hoped they wouldn’t come 
breaking down the doors, an 
occurrance at one similar, 
though non-Bacchus, event. 

It raises the issue of sexual¬ 
ity in these times: is this what 
it takes for men to enjoy each 
other’s company within a 
realm of joyous, and safer, ex¬ 
cess? It seems we can’t shake 
the desire for cheap, sleazy, 
multiple encounters, and the 
Sons of Bacchus aim to 
please, with good music, plen¬ 
ty of condoms, lube and wa¬ 
ter, plus beverages and 
munchies. The settings are 
what set it apart from the 
usual sex club environs. 



After watching the parade 
of men come by the host’s 
well-appointed apartment to 
sign release forms, it was re¬ 
lieving to see so many hand¬ 
some, but not threateningly 
stunning, men — and even a 
few familiar faces. The migra¬ 
tion to the party (at another 
location) began. Appropriately 
“clipped and tripped” (body- 
hair shaven and pot-smoked), 
I headed off to the realm of 
my namesake, the supposed 
consortium of cum. 

The location, a huge man¬ 
sion in the Western Addition, 
was amazing in itself, a Victo¬ 
rian beauty equipped with a 
sound system worthy of the 
Starship Enterprise. Com¬ 
bined with the sight of a hun¬ 
dred men of all body types 
strolling about nervously in 
undershorts or towels made it 
even more amusing. At first 
most congregated in the 
kitchen, the only eating/drink¬ 
ing/smoking space. Fisting 
videos hovered ominously. 
“God, I hope we’re not gonna 
have to do that,” one guy 
blurted. Nervous laughter 
abounded. 

Following an amusing 
opening ceremony with robes, 
masks, and a gong, where¬ 
upon one of the hosts an¬ 
nounced the Bacchanal as of¬ 
ficial open (even though many 
boys were already getting af¬ 
fectionate), the slurpings and 
fondlings spread from body 


to body as if someone had 
fired a starter’s pistol. The 
den, covered in black faux- 
leather mats and bean bag 
chairs, served as the lounge-y 
sex area, while the living 
room became the site of more 
standing action. Other areas, 
like the little indoor garden 
with Morticia Addams wicker 
chairs, served as more intime 
spaces. A few (myself includ¬ 
ed) occasionally hogged a 
bathroom for those truly pri¬ 
vate moments with one or 
two buds.

Although some stayed as 
late as 5 a.m., a large exodus 
took place around 2:30. Those 
wishing future get-togethers, 
in smaller numbers, were pro¬ 
vided pens and pads by the 
door. Cabs were also alerted 
in advance to pick up weak- 
kneed departing guests. The 
popular gym opening line of 
this week might have been, 
“Didn’t I rim you last Friday 
night?” 

What about breakfast? 

One of the only problems 
with an orgy is that once 
you’re drained, you’re also 
starving. A few dozen four 
a.m. pizzas would have done 
nicely. And that clothes check 
queen gets the Bitch Award 
of the evening! 

The group plans to pro¬ 
duce more parties each 
month, with different themes. 
The next one may be a Black 
Party, where a bit more cre¬ 
ativity in scanty clothes may 
be had. More unleashed, yet 
safe, behavior might occur in 
an atmosphere where men 
can hump in relative abandon 
without worrying about 
knocking over a vase of or¬ 
chids. 

The anonymous nature left 
a pang of remorse, however. 
Such beauties savored. Where 
the hell have they been, and 
where did they go? Discus¬ 
sing the juicier aspects of our 
evening over the next day’s 
brunch, another participant 
and I considered that we had 
achieved what we desired, a 
lot of sex with a lot of men. A 
few possibilities for future en¬ 
counters were also a nice sur¬ 
prise, bringing things back to 
a more human, social scale. 

While a diacritical analysis 
of group erotomaniacal be¬ 
havior in fin de siecle subcul¬ 
tures might be in order, I’d 
rather cap it by simply say¬ 
ing, “I got relaid, waylaid, and 
rondelaid.” Should you get in¬ 
vited to the next one, be sure 
to leave your inhibitions at 
the door and your attitude 
with the coat-check queen — 
as if she needs any more. ▼

Suburban Lesbians Come Out 
— Again—Six Years Later on TV

Five of the 11 women who 
revealed their lives as les¬ 
bians in Pam Walton’s 1988 
video Out in Suburbia came 
out for a second time on the 
evening of Wednesday, March 
9, for the first of a series of 
programs about women’s ex¬ 
periences and concerns over 
Palo Alto’s Community Ac¬ 
cess Cable Channel Six. Af¬ 
ter a showing of the video, an 
hour was devoted to relating 
what the experience has 
meant to them since. The con¬ 
sensus was thatcoming out in 
the video was a difficult but 
liberating experience, and be¬ 
coming more and more open 
about their sexual orientation 
has been of increasing value. 

Walton moderated the dis¬ 
cussion, and the participants 
were Marilyn Gum, a travel 
agent; Wiggsy Sivertsen, a 
professor of sociology at San 
Jose State University; Joyce

Fulton, a teacher at Woodside 
High School; Joanne Birch, a 
business manager from Santa 
Cruz; and her sister Elizabeth 
Birch, an attorney with Apple 
Computers. 

Walton noted first, “Most 
of the eleven participants 
were quite closeted previous¬ 
ly, and it took great courage 
to appear.” She then recount¬ 
ed the oblique way in which 
Fulton approached the situa¬ 
tion when she asked that her 
face not be photographed — 
just her hands as she worked 
in her garden, etc. Happily, she 
was persuaded to aban¬ 
don that request and ap¬ 
peared fully recognizable. 

The group feeling soon de¬ 
veloped that it was Fulton 
whose work life was most se¬ 
riously affected by appearing. 
In 1989 KQED showed Out 
in Suburbia during June Gay 
Pride programming. Many of 
her students saw it, and some 

— the less sophisticated ninth 
graders especially — stooped 
to such homophobic actions 
as shouting derogatory re¬ 
marks through her classroom 
window. 

But since, through dint of 
candor and a drive to make 
gay and lesbian identity legit¬ 
imate for high school stu¬ 
dents, Fulton — who was 
named San Mateo County 
Teacher of the Year for 1993 

— has engineered in-service 
training for teachers through¬ 
out the Sequoia Union High 
School District and brought 
awareness to the point where 



every classroom now has a 
poster promoting understand¬ 
ing and acceptance of homo¬ 
sexual people. 

Soon, Byron Sher, the as¬ 
semblyman of the 21st As¬ 
sembly District, will proclaim 
Fulton Woman of the Year 
on the floor of the California 
Assembly. 

Marilyn Gum’s testimony 
reflected the agony, but also 
the reward, of a most difficult 
decision, coming out as a les¬ 
bian after a 22-year marriage. 
“I decided that I must do 
what was right for myself,” 
she declared, “and I still feel 
that I did the right thing.” 
Gum has three daughters and 
two granddaughters, all of 
whom have accepted her les¬ 
bian identity. 

Probably the best known 
lesbian to South Bay and 
Peninsula gay and lesbian 
people because of her foun¬ 
der’s role in BAYMEC (Bay 
Area Municipal Elections 
Committee), Wiggsy Sivert¬ 
sen characterized herself as “a 
warthog challenging life.” Un¬ 
abashedly masculine in man¬ 
ner, she still confronts 
strangers in restaurants face 
to face when she realizes that 
they are guardedly disapprov¬ 
ing of her manner. “People 
don’t expect it,” she 
explained, “and try to with¬ 
draw in awkward ways.” 

Sivertsen cited a recently 
developed high point in her 
career as a lesbian in higher 
education, by describing the 
establishment by two other 
teachers at San Jose State of a 
scholarship in her name. A 
campus group has raised over 
$10,000 so far to provide edu¬ 
cation money for needy stu¬ 
dents who qualify. “Because 
of state regulations, the stu¬ 
dents need not be gay or les¬ 
bian,” she explained, “but 
they must be willing to do 
something for the gay com¬ 
munity.” 

“It is especially good for 
those kids who have been re¬ 
jected by their families,” 
Sivertsen continued, “and it 
will give help to a typical gay 
student of today, when young 
people of both sexes are com¬ 
ing out at an earlier age than 
heretofore. Also, there is a 
good chance that other uni¬ 
versities in the state system 
will replicate this service.” 

Joann and Elizabeth Birch 
recounted what happened af¬ 
ter their mother quite inad¬ 
vertently saw “Out in Subur¬ 
bia” in the family’s Canadian 
home when the video was 
broadcast from the PBS affil-

Journalism's balancing act 

The Marin Independent 
Journal’s ( IJ) March 9 editorial 
began: “It’s always a shame 
when a historically oppressed 
group equates fighting for 
equality with oppressing oth¬ 
ers who have different views.” 
In this case, the “others who 
have different views” are the 
homophobes of the American 
Family Association (AFA). 
And guess who’s oppressing 
them? That’s right, lesbians 
and sgays! 

The IJ editorial (written by 
John Moses) scolds GLAAD 
for complaining about the ten¬ 
dency of mainstream journal¬ 
ists to quote a homophobic 
bigot every time they do a sto¬ 
ry about lesbians or gays. Ac¬ 
cording to the IJ, GLAAD is 
actually “castigating” the con¬ 
cept of “objectivity” embraced 
by journalists who favor “in¬ 
cluding many sides in a news 
story.” 

What the IJ doesn’t get is 
that this “bigot for balance” 
practice has nothing to do 
with objectivity or quality jour¬ 
nalism. The practice is, in fact, 
an insidious bias. It reinforces 
the notion that the very exis¬ 
tence of lesbians and gays is a 
matter for debate. Additional¬ 
ly, it suggests that homo¬ 
phobes are experts on homo¬ 
sexuality! 

In celebrating the concept 
of including “many sides” in a 
news story, the IJ is actually 
deferring to homophobia in a 
way that few newspapers 
would ever defer to other 
forms of prejudice. When a re¬ 
porter does a story on fair 
housing practices, should a 
white supremacist automati¬ 
cally be quoted for “balance?” 

Should the uninformed 
views of a Neo-Nazi be includ¬ 
ed in every review of 
Schindler’s List? In fact, if we 
follow the IJ’s logic, then a 
“homosexual point of view” 
should be included in every ar¬ 
ticle that mentions anything 
about heterosexuals. 

Unfortunately, it seems as 
if mainstream journalists are 
afraid to talk about gays and 
lesbians unless they quote 


some bigoted pinhead who 
tells everyone that it’s O.K. to 
hate us. Write to the IJ and 
tell the paper that you resent 
the tactic of turning every gay- 
or lesbian-related discussion 
into a fight about whether or 
not we are normal, sick, or 
even have the right to exist. 
Or, tell the editor that you be¬ 
lieve heterosexuals are de¬ 
stroying the country and ask 
the paper to call you up every 
time they do a story about 
someone straight so that you 
can provide “balance.”

Local Dykes Return from Ovett

SACRAMENTO - “We 
just got back from the grocery 
store, which is about 30 min¬ 
utes away by car, and I 
dropped Pam off so she could 
keep watch at the gate. I went 
on up to the house to put the 
groceries away and that’s 
when they shot at her.” 

Sacramento’s Lucy Galin¬ 
do was sipping a Cafe Mocha 
in a coffee shop patio as she 
told the story of her work vis¬ 
it to Camp Sister Spirit. “I 
feel displaced,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It’s so 
strange to be back here. I’m 
going back as soon as I can; 
I’m committed to going back 
to help them make a stand 
for all of us.” 

Galindo told a tale of unre¬ 
lenting toil, tension, and ha¬ 
tred — but even so, the humor 
in some of the situations 
came through. For instance, 
Galindo recounted, the wom¬ 
en got up at 6 a.m., had 
breakfast at 8, and — after she 
did a few haircuts — they 
went to work digging fence 
post holes or knocking down 
barns. “I’m a hairdresser,” she 
said. “I used to giggle at the 
idea of my customers seeing 
me in a goggles with a blow¬ 
torch cutting tin for the 
fence.” 

Lucy told of meeting Ben 
Chaney, the brother of slain 
civil rights worker James 
Chaney, and said Ben sus¬ 
pects that even the police are 
just waiting for the opportuni¬

ty to bring out the white 
sheets. “We need to always 
protect the front entrance to 
the property and along the 
property line of [neighbor] 
Ray Tucker’s property, be¬ 
cause he’s threatened to kill 
Percy, the Henson’s pet 
watchdog,” Galindo said. 
“Wanda is a genius,” Lucy 
said. “She’s having the fence 
put three feet inside their 
property line so if someone 
even tries to look over the 
fence it’ll be trespassing. We 
would just have a sandwich 
and some water for lunch and 
then continue with the work 
because that fence needs to 
be up as soon as possible.” 

Galindo’s feelings of dis¬ 
placement were understand¬ 
able as she told about the ten¬ 
sion and ugliness involved in 
something as simple as gro¬ 
cery shopping. “I was stand¬ 
ing in the checkout line with 
Pam, and there was a whole 
line of women in the next 
line just staring and openly 
talking about us with open 
hatred and disgust. It’s hard

to imagine. Then another 
time I was with a woman 
named Tanya, and a little 
baby in a grocery cart began 
to coo and smile at her so 
Tanya began to coo back. 
There was a whole line of 
people who were upset about 
it and one woman kept trying 
to come over and get the 
mother’s attention so that she 
could protect that baby from 
us. 

“I just kept staring at her 
and she’d back off but then 
she’d try again — but I guess 
my reputation preceded me 
and she got intimidated and 
left us alone,” Galindo said. 
The Hattiesburg News had 
written a story about Galindo 
and Bay Area attorney Alison 
Gude, both abortion clinic de¬ 
fenders, going to Camp Sister 
Spirit to “protect them.” 

Lucy said that after dinner 
she would go into the office 


to answer mail and keep 
press files. “It’s a powerful 
feeling when you know 
you’re doing something posi¬ 
tive,” she said. “The Hensons 
are not going to give in be¬ 
cause they are trying to make 
a point about the big picture: 
what’s happening to gays and 
lesbians throughout the coun¬ 
try — like the killings in 
Texas and Salem, Oregon, 
and the initiatives and so on. 
It’s wonderful to see the sup¬ 
port they’re getting from gay 
men — and very disappointing 
to me to see how little sup¬ 
port they’re getting from les¬ 
bians,” Galindo said. 

Lucy laughed as she told 
about Wanda’s tension-reliev¬ 
ing jokes about starting the 
Camp Sister Spirit Bakery. 
Inspired by the locals who 
call the women “les-buns,” 
Wanda’s dream bakery has a 
menu of white, black, and 
brown les-buns — but says 
“the bakery will definitely not 
serve les-buns with nuts in 
'em.” 

Another source of tension 
for the women results from 
the need never to be alone. 
The women suspect that 
they’d be set up for gang rape 
if they’re, caught by them¬ 
selves. 

While cutting tin at the lo¬ 
cal junkyard, Galindo went 
into the bathroom which was 
just off the office. The owner 
and two black men were in 
the room. “The owner was on 
the phone and he spoke about 
the African-American men in 
the most demeaning terms — I 
was embarrassed. He just 
used the. n-word freely and 
then even some others I never 
thought I’d hear, especially in 
the 90s. When I came out, I 
tried to make eye contact 
with the two men and speak 
to them to try to sympathize, 
but was told later that in that 
part of Mississippi black men 
are trained not to even look 
at white women — or else.” 

Galindo said the much- 
vaunted Jamboree and Barbe¬ 
cue that was held at the 
Glade public school as a 
fundraiser for Mississippians 
for Traditional Values was at¬ 
tended by about “30 adults 
and lots of children. So it 
wasn’t what I’d call a rousing 
success. But it was that same 
night that Pam was shot at 
and even though she gave the 
police the description of the 
man and the car and told 
them where he lives they still 
didn’t believe it and have to 
investigate further.” 

Galindo is now collecting 
boots of all sizes, work gloves, 
and foodstuffs. “There are 
things they haven’t had in so 
long like sodas and chocolate 
and cookies — that kind of 
thing — so I’m sending pack¬ 
ages like crazy until I can get 
back there.” 

She is also busy trying to 
arrange an itinerary for Wan¬ 
da and Brenda Henson’s visit 
to the Bay Area, where they 
are scheduled to speak at the 
Women’s Building on Satur¬ 
day, April 2, at 7:30 p.m. For

Ovett Lesbians Among Those Who 
Call Attention to Anti-Gay Violence

Brenda and Wanda Hen¬ 
son, the founders of Camp 
Sister Spirit in Ovett, Missis¬ 
sippi, took part in a March 8 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force news conference 
on the subject of anti-gay and 
anti-lesbian violence. The 
press conference was called to 
bring attention to the report 
“Anti-Gay/Lesbian Violence, 
Victimization & Defamation 
in 1993,” which concluded 
that fewer such incidents 
were reported last year, but 
the violence of those inci¬ 
dence was more severe. 

The ninth annual report 
drew heavily upon data gath¬ 
ered in six American metro¬ 
politan areas — Boston, Chica¬ 
go, Denver, Minneapolis/St. 
Paul, New York City, and 
San Francisco — following 
federal reporting procedures. 
It chronicled “a welcome 144 


decrease in anti-gay incidents” 
over the previous year. 

Five of the cities reported 
a decline, with Denver alone 
bucking the trend: it showed 
a 12 percent increase, which 
the report attributed to an at¬ 
mosphere of hate and fear 
created by anti-gay propagan¬ 
da associated with the fight 
over Amendment 2. 

Martin Hiraga, author of 
the report, counseled against 
reading too much into a sin¬ 
gle year’s decline, saying, “It 
did not necessarily represent 
a trend.” He pointed out that 
“while fewer people reported 
fewer incidents last year, 
more of those who did, re¬ 
ported multiple offenses dur¬ 
ing a single incident. By this 
standard then, the severity of 
anti-gay incidents rose 22 per¬ 
cent in 1993.” 

The Hensons detailed the 
massive anti-lesbian harass¬ 
ment they have experienced 


over the last six months, and 
what they felt was unsatisfac¬ 
tory protection afforded them 
by local, state, and federal 
law enforcement officials. 

Toward the end of the tale 
Wanda paused, choked with 
emotion, struggling for com¬ 
posure. Brenda grabbed her 
arm to console and strength¬ 
en, herself seemingly on the 
verge of tears. 

The pair said that media¬ 
tion by the Community Rela¬ 
tions Service of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Justice was 
scheduled for March 10, but 
they doubted it would suc¬ 
ceed since two of their four 
leading opponents have re¬ 
portedly backed out of the 
meeting and are filing a legal 
challenge to the mediation. 

Later in the day the Hen¬ 
sons traveled to Capitol Hill 
to meet with congressman 
Barney Frank. Frank said 
that after talking with them

and hearing of the threats 
first hand he is inclined to 
hold his previously an¬ 


nounced hearings on the situ¬ 
ation in Ovett “sooner rather 
than later.” He foresees trav¬ 
eling to Mississippi either 
during the congressional East¬ 
er recess or soon thereafter. 

Hiraga cited crime preven¬ 
tion campaigns undertaken 
by lesbian and gay groups in 
several cities as one possible 
explanation of the dip in total 
numbers of incidents reported 
this year. 

Under-reporting anti-gay in¬ 
cidents also appears to be a 
serious problem, said Hiraga, 
citing a survey conducted in 
St. Louis. “A significant num¬ 
ber of gay victims say they 
will not report hate crimes to 
the police because they the 
fear public exposure that 
comes with reporting will 
lead to discrimination on the 
job. Others say they fear be¬ 
ing re-victimized by hostile or 
negligent police officers.” 

He criticized 1992 FBI 
statistics released last week for 
under-reporting anti-gay 
incidents. “We documented 
1,813 incidents in 1992 in just 
five cities. By comparison, the 
FBI — throughout the nation — 
documented less than half 
that number.” ▼ 


Sister Spirit Lawsuit Filed - And Look Who's Suing Janet Reno

Two rural Mississippi men 
have filed a suit to stop Attor¬ 
ney General Janet Reno from 
having her agency mediate a 
dispute between Ovett, Mis¬ 
sissippi residents and the 
Hensons, two lesbians who 
want to open a feminist re¬ 
treat there. 

The suit was filed by 
James Hendry, head of Missis¬ 
sippi for Family Values, and 
John Allen, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church in nearby 
Richton. It asks for damages 
of $50,000 for each plaintiff. 

“We contend that Janet 
Reno exceeded her jurisdic¬ 
tion and has infringed upon 
the powers reserved for the 
state and the people under 
the Ninth and Tenth Amend¬ 
ments,” attorney Mike 
Barfield wrote in the suit on 
behalf of Hendry and Allen. 

Reno asked the Communi¬ 
ty Relations Service to medi¬ 
ate, because Camp Sister 
Spirit owners Brenda and 
Wanda Henson have been 
continuously harassed and 
threatened. The situation only 
worsened after CRS represen¬ 
tatives visited Ovett last 
month. Shots have been 
heard at the 120-acre retreat 
almost every night since 
Reno ordered the CRS to get 
involved. 

Ovett residents have said 
the women are paranoid, that 
the shots were heard because 
people were hunting squirrels 
or rabbits. But a Biloxi, Mis¬ 
sissippi television crew re¬ 
ported seeing people shooting 
guns at the property as the 
crew approached the camp. 

Residents of Ovett and 
nearby towns say they are 
afraid that more lesbians will 
come to Camp Sister Spirit. 
They fear that the influx of 
lesbians will recruit their 
wives and daughters into be¬ 
coming lesbian. 

The rural area, which is 
about three hours northeast 
of New Orleans, is littered 
with fundamentalists. 

Brenda and Wanda Hen¬ 
son, who have been in a com¬ 
mitted relationship for ten 
years, say they don’t want to 


recruit anyone and just want 
to be alone. 

“The suit shows that they 
don’t want to resolve this,” 
Brenda Henson said. “We 
want to resolve this.” 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice, which oversees the 
Community Relations Ser¬ 
vice, defended the attempt at 
mediation. 


“We fully believe the CRS 
has appropriate and legal au¬ 
thority to mediate this 
volatile community conflict,” 
Carl Stern, a Justice Depart¬ 
ment spokesman, said in a 
written statement. “The CRS 
has traditionally been a force 
for mediation and concilia¬ 
tion.” 

The CRS became involved 


in the dispute after the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force asked Reno to inter¬ 
vene. Under current federal 
laws, CRS can’t intervene 
when community conflicts are 
based on sexual orientation, 
unless Reno directs the CRS 
to become involved. 

NGLTF Executive Direc¬ 
tor Peri Jude Radecic said the 


Henson’s harassment is a per¬ 
fect example of why federal 
laws need to protect people 
from discrimination because 
of sexual orientation: “CRS 
must change its mandate.” 

This is the first time the 
CRS had mediated a situation 
solely based on discrimina¬ 
tion because of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. ▼

Fundies Threaten Lawsuits 
Over Alice Walker Test Story

SACRAMENTO — On Fri¬ 
day, March 11, a faction of 
conservative Christians lev¬ 
eled charges at the California 
State Board of Education that 
innocent children were being 
destroyed by “Educrats,” 
while countercharges of “cen¬ 
sorship, fanaticism, and clas- 
sism” were aimed back at fun¬ 
damentalists by teachers, 
writers, and civic leaders. The 
hearing room at 721 Capitol 
Mall was packed with over 
200 angry speakers and spec¬ 
tators, reacting to the with¬ 
drawal of stories by Pulitzer 
Prize-winning author Alice 
Walker and others from a 
new assessment test (CLAS). 
The stories were removed af¬ 
ter Beverly Sheldon, lobbyist 
for the religious right wing’s 
Traditional Values Coalition, 
complained that Walker’s 
work was “anti-religious.” 

The Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation’s 
(GLAAD) Project 21 led off in 
testimony, as the California 
Teacher’s Association, People 
for the American Way, and 
the ACLU squared off against 
members of Phyllis Schlaf- 
ley’s Eagle Forum, Beverly 
LeHaye’s Concerned Women 
for America, the Western 
Center for Law and Justice, 
Concerned Citizens for the 
Desert, and the U.S. Justice 
Foundation. 

Amidst the charges, coun¬ 
tercharges, and threats of 
wholesale lawsuits, one burn¬ 
ing question went unan¬ 
swered: how did highly 
guarded test questions get 
“leaked” to fundamentalist ac¬ 
tivists? 

Family privacy betrayed? 

Frances Scully of the Ea¬ 
gle Forum considers the test 

— which requires students to 
read, evaluate, write and 
think critically — “a violation 
of parental rights and a be¬ 
trayal of family privacy.” 
That theme was used over 
and over by those opposed to 
the tests, while educators and 
their supporters argued that 
real life does not offer wage 
earners multiple choice ques¬ 
tions. 

“Multiple choice tests are 
passive; there is no real world 
equivalent,” said one teacher. 
“In real world jobs we are 
asked to read letters and re¬ 
ports and we need to assess 
them and be able to respond 

— these tests assess that capac¬ 
ity,” she said. 

David Llewlyn of the 
Western Center for Law and

Religious Freedom said the 
test contains “slanted ques¬ 
tions which pressure children 
into articulating positions in 
which they do not believe.” 
He also questioned the “secre¬ 
cy” of the test. Many of the 
conservative groups ques¬ 
tioned the process of develop¬ 
ing the test and demanded 
parental participation in the 
formulation of tests and the 
selection of reading materials 
for those tests. 

Gary Kreep (a name not in¬ 
vented by this reporter), of 
the so-called U.S. Justice 
Foundation, threatened law¬ 
suits as he stated that school 
boards that allowed the 
CLAS testing would be “in vi¬ 
olation of the education 
code.” Kreep said his organi¬ 
zation has already written let¬ 
ters to the 1,000 California 
school districts telling them 
he has parents in six counties 
prepared to sue school dis¬ 
tricts that allow the tests to 
be administered. “The educa¬ 
tional elites are taking a false 
propriety,” he said. 

Both groups accused the 
other of racism and racist ac-

tion. However, it took James 
Reede, political chair of the 
Sacramento branch of the 
NAACP, to put the matter 
into perspective. Noting that 
he was one of only two 
African-Americans speaking 
to the board, Reede estab¬ 
lished his authority and turf 
by saying, “I am a voice for 
the African-American chil¬ 
dren of the state of Califor¬ 
nia.” 

Reede established that he 
was a former school board 
member and realized that 
tough decisions need to be 
made. “But in any decisions I 
made,” he said, “if there was 
room for error in those deci¬ 
sions, I erred on the side of 
the children.” Reede said the 
State Board of Education has 
made decisions in the past 
that have been guided “by 
fringe groups — such as the 
Traditional Values Coalition — 
that tend to alienate students 
from diverse backgrounds 
and have a direct impact on 
their self-esteem and their 
ability to learn.” 

"How dare you?” 

Reede then departed 
slightly from his written text, 
as he looked at Sheldon and 
her supporters and said,

“How dare you say my chil¬ 
dren are not allowed to read 
works of authors that look 
like them? How dare you say 
my children should not be 
able to read of the achieve¬ 
ments of people that look like 
them? How dare you prevent 
my children from reading sto¬ 
ries of life experiences that 
are similar to theirs?” Reede 
thundered at the gathering, 
“This travesty of mis-educa- 
tion continues and is rein¬ 
forced by the edicts of the 
State Board of Education. 
When you sanction selective 
censorship along thinly-veiled 
racial lines, when you cave in 
to individuals who fail to re¬ 
spect the diversity of this 
great state, you give them of¬ 
ficial sanction to attack the 
hard fought gains made by 
my people over the years. I 
ask you to be the guardians of 
education for children of all 
backgrounds.” 

An interesting coda to the 
hearing was a televised inter¬ 
view with Reverend Lou 
Sheldon of the TVC, who got 
down to the real issues. In a 
reedy voice, Sheldon breath¬ 
lessly informed the interview¬ 
er that the protest “is really 
about this woman in the story 
who is going to get married 
and she’s there thinking 
about things like whips and 
chains and things like that.” 

Assemblymember Delain 
Eastin, a candidate for Super¬ 
intendent of Schools, called 
the religious right wing 
stance outrageous. “One of 
the functions of education is 
to read good literature, exam¬ 
ine it critically and discuss it,” 
she said. “The theocrats are 
leaching out the challenge 
and the excitement of ideas 
and are trying to make educa¬ 
tion boring. We need to get 
involved in resisting theocra¬ 
cy. There are many gods, 
many religions, many bibles 
— that’s a fact.” 

“It is divisive, offensive 
and oppressive that she [Bev¬ 
erly Sheldon] got away with 
what she did,” Eastin contin¬ 
ued. “Shame on [Acting Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools] Dave 
Dawson - we need someone 
with guts and sense to save 
our democracy from the 
theocracy.” 

Dawson announced Mon¬ 
day that the stories have been 
restored and will be used in 
future tests. Eastin held Edu¬ 
cation Committee hearings on 
the censorship issue in the 
legislature yesterday, Wednes¬ 
day, March 16. T

of the DA’s office. When we 
were creating this legislation, 
it was the representative from 
the DA’s office who did the 
most foot-dragging; the police 
department was more cooper¬ 
ative.” 

The city resolution #741-92, 
signed by Mayor Jordan, pro¬ 
vides that prosecution of per¬ 
sons involved in medical mar¬ 
ijuana use be made the city’s 
“lowest priority” and that “the 
district attorney allow a letter 
from a treating physician be 
admitted as prima facia evi¬ 
dence.” Alan states that his 
and Randal’s physicians have 
already offered support, and 
he has no doubt he could pre¬ 
sent such a letter. 

Supervisor Hallinan, who 
authored the resolution, was 
forceful in assertion that the 
prosecution of this case is 
wrongheaded. “If someone 
needs to use medicinal mari¬ 
juana, they should have it, pe¬ 
riod,” he stated. Supervisor 
Hallinan noted that Smith, 
the current SF District Attor¬ 
ney, was until recently in the 
running for state Attorney 
General. Smith’s city post 
comes up for reelection next 
year, and several sources 
have speculated that the con¬ 
troversial prosecution could 
be a way to garner media no¬ 
tice for Smith as a “tough on 
crime” DA. 

Another voice from the 
Board of Supervisors to come 
out strongly in support of the 
accused PWA was that of the 
Board’s President, Angela 
Alioto. “There is no reason, 
excuse, or possible evidence 
to proceed with this, knowing 
full well that Terrance’s lover 
Randal died, and Terrance is 
himself very sick, with 


AIDS,” said Alioto Tuesday. 
“So, for them to say that it 
[marijuana use] was for any 
criminal activity is heinous, to 
say the least. My legislation 
stated that it was the will of 
the Board of Supervisors — 
and it was signed by the may¬ 
or, which means the legislation 
is alive and well — my 
legislation says, ‘Mr. DA, do 
not prosecute people that you 
arrest for possession of mari¬ 
juana when it is clear that 
that possession is for medici¬ 
nal uses.’ And it couldn’t be 
more clear in Terrance Alan’s 
case. It infuriates me that this 
has gotten anywhere near the 
level it has gotten and is giv¬ 
ing Mr. Alan this kind of pain 
and suffering when he has 
enough of his own misery to 
go through.” Supervisor 


Alioto emphasized the impor¬ 
tance this issue holds for her, 
stating concern that similar 
raids could happen “all over 
the HIV community, because 
the DA’s not paying attention 
to the fact that this is an ill¬ 
ness where marijuana is used 
for medicinal purposes. 
They’re just paying attention 
to the fact that the DEA went 
running in and found half a 
pound of marijuana without 
knowing the sub-facts that are 
so vital to this type of com¬ 
plaint.” Resolution 741-92 
specifically cites AIDS as a 
condition for which marijuana 
use could be considered a 
medical treatment.

An Eye on the Right

O n Tuesday, March 8, 
the group “People for 
the American Way” 
coordinated a “state¬ 
wide summit conference on 
the religious right,” co-spon¬ 
sored by California Teachers 
Association (CTA), the Califor¬ 
nia Council of Churches, 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, and the Lobby for 
Individual Freedom and 
Equality (LIFE Lobby). 

Held at the CTA’s state of¬ 
fices in Sacramento, a good 
deal of the discussion centered 
around educational issues and 
the religious right’s attempts 
at taking over school boards. 
Representatives from various 
school districts were in atten¬ 
dance and closely questioned, 
especially Bill Morgan, a con¬ 
sultant from the Vista School 
District in San Diego. Vista at¬ 
tracted notice in 1992, when 
the religious right ran “stealth” 
candidates and gained a major¬ 
ity on the school board. Since 
then the school board and reli¬ 
gious right supporters have 
waged an ideological war with 
teachers and parents. 

One of the major issues in 
Vista has been the attempt to 
teach creationism in school sci¬ 
ence classes, which is viewed 
as a barometer of what will 
happen in school districts. 
More than 3,500 school board 
members around the state are 
now aligned with an extreme 
right wing “Christian” agenda. 

For the first time, teachers’ 
groups took an active role in 
school board elections in 1992, 
uncovering stealth candidates 
and organizing against Propo- 


initiative. 

Most attendees, aware of 
the situation in California, still 
learned more about right wing 
grassroots takeover activities 
spreading across the country, 
training mechanisms used by 
the right, and how the national 
networks are used to fuel at¬ 
tacks on public education. 

Laurie McBride, Executive 
Director of the LIFE/AIDS 
lobby, brought a number of 
LIFE’S affiliate members from 
across the state to the meeting. 
In her speech she stressed the 
importance of coalition-build¬ 
ing and spoke about the prob¬ 
lems of gays and lesbians be¬ 
ing “a sex-positive community 
in a sex-negative society,” and 
cited religious right assaults 
on civil rights. 

A great deal of networking 
was accomplished, and a num¬ 
ber of people had important 
material to provide. Tracy Jef- 
fries-Renault of Planned Par¬ 
enthood spoke about her book, 
researched by Project Tocsin’s 
Jerry Sloan, entitled Without 
Justice For All: A Report on 
the Christian Right and 
Beyond. Bill Berkowitz of Cul¬ 
ture Watch in Oakland attend¬ 
ed and provided participants 
with invaluable copies of his 
organization’s newsletter, 
which monitors Christian pub¬ 
lications across the country. 
GLAAD’s Project 21, the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian 
Rights, and at least 40 more 
groups were represented. 

Two more summit meet¬ 
ings are planned. One will be 
held in Southern California 
and the other will be held in 
San Francisco. ▼

The Gay Gene Debate Goes On 

Most Recently, atS.F.' sNOGLSTP "SESPBRSO"Symposium...

Scientists are still divided 
over the debate between “na¬ 
ture vs. nurture” and the in¬ 
fluence of each in the devel¬ 
opment of sexual behavior. 
The topic was tackled again 
at a symposium on the “So¬ 
cial, Ethical, and Scientific 
Perspective of Biological Re¬ 
search on Sexual Orientation” 
in February. 

The seminar, sponsored by 
the National Organization of 
Gay and Lesbian Scientists 
and Technical Professionals, 
brought together five experts 
in the field to discuss the bio¬ 
logical correlates of homosex¬ 
uality. 

Dr. Dean Hamer, of the 
Laboratory of Biochemistry, 
National Cancer Institute, pre¬ 
sented his study linking some 
instances of male homosexu¬ 
ality to a stretch of DNA on 
the X chromosome. Hamer’s 
research was formally pre¬ 
sented in the July 1993 issue 
of Science magazine. 

“Traits that are influenced 
by genes tend to run in fami¬ 
lies,” Hamer said. With that 
as its base, his research team 
looked the family trees of 600 
families over a two-year peri¬ 
od. 

“As we began to look at 
many family trees a pattern 
began to emerge in the fami¬ 
lies of gay men,” he said. 
“We found more gay relatives 
on the mother’s side of the 
family than on the father’s 
side.” 

Specifically, Hamer found 
homosexuality to be signifi¬ 
cantly more common among 
maternal uncles of gay men, 
and among cousins who were 
sons of maternal aunts, than it 
is found among males in the 
general population. 

Hamer hypothesized there 
might be a gene on the X 
chromosome, which men in¬ 
herit from their mother, that 
would influence them to¬ 
wards being gay. He studied 
40 families which contained 
two brothers that were both 
gay, taking DNA samples 
from each and performing a 


“genetic linkage analysis.” 

“If there was such a gene 
you would expect to see a 
pattern of gay brothers, un¬ 
cles, and cousins, which is ex¬ 
actly what we saw,” Hamer 
said. “We found one part of 
the chromosome that was 
shared more often than by 
chance. 33 of the 40 pairs of 
brothers shared the region in 
common.” 

That portion of the X chro-

mosome was identified as 
“Xq28.” 

“Only in the gay brothers 
that we looked at was there 
this pronounced segregation 
distortion.” 

Men only, for now 

Hamer’s research thus far 
has been limited to the study 
of homosexuality in males. 
He said that while his labora¬ 
tory has collected informa¬ 
tion on a large number of fe¬ 
male families and have DNA 
samples of women, they have 
not done any linkage tests to 
study lesbianism. “These re¬ 
sults only apply to men thus 
far,” he said. 

Though Hamer believes he 
has found the area in which 
the “gay gene” resides, he has 
yet to uncover the actual gene 
itself, because there are hun¬ 
dreds of genes in that area 
and many have yet to be iden¬ 
tified. 

“What we have detected is 
linkage or correlation. We 
have not detected the gene. 


Until we have the gene in 
hand we’ll know very little of 
how it might work,” he said. 

Hamer is now in the pro¬ 
cess of replicating his findings 
on a new set of families with 
gay men. “So far, the statistics 
are getting better,” he said. 

However, Hamer also 
looked at the social implica¬ 
tions of his work, observing 
that some gays feel research 
of this type will make life 
much better for gay people, 
while others feel it will lead 
to their extinction. He called 
both views “extreme.” 

“There have been some 
polls that have shown a corre¬ 
lation between whether peo¬ 
ple think sexual orientation is 
a choice, and whether or not 
they support civil liberties for 
gay and lesbian people,” he 
said. “It is extremely naive to 
think that any type of scientif¬ 
ic research is going to elimi¬ 
nate homophobia. Homopho¬ 
bia is based on prejudice, not 
on science, and science has lit¬ 
tle power to eradicate it.” 

Once the gene is uncov¬ 
ered, Hamer implied it would 
be medically possible for in¬ 
surance companies or the mil¬ 
itary to develop a blood test 
to identify homosexuals, and 
that doctors, through amnio¬ 
centesis, could identify — and 
conceivably abort — a fetus 
that may be gay. 

“There are things that sci¬ 
entists like myself can do, 
must do, and are responsible 
for doing, to make sure that 
the research is not abused, 
and that includes making our 
stand firm, working with gay 
groups and, if possible, insert¬ 
ing our intellectual property 
controls over findings to 
make sure they are not ex¬ 
ploited or abused.” 

However, despite the pos¬ 
sible negative consequences, 
Hamer feels such research 
must continue. 

“The result of not studying 
sexuality is always a disaster,” 
he said. “When it comes to 
sexuality we have a lot more 
to fear from ignorance than 
we have to fear from knowl¬ 
edge.” ▼

Cal Docs Fight Effort 
To Identify the Worst

LOS ANGELES - The 
California Medical Associa¬ 
tion, which recently gave a 
limited endorsement to the 
tracking of HIV-positive Cali¬ 
fornians, is not so sanguine 
about the possible tracking of 
its own malpractice-prone 
members. 

During a three-year period 
ending in 1992, California doc¬ 
tors and their insurance com¬ 
panies were ordered to pay 
$483 million to settle malprac¬ 
tice claims, the Los Angeles 
Daily News reported Sun¬ 
day, March 6. 

But when the public called 
the state medical board, infor¬ 
mation on just .a fraction of 
the malpractice settlements 
was available, the newspaper 
reported. 

The California Medical As¬ 
sociation recently sued the 
medical board to keep secret 
the attorney general’s investi¬ 
gations of 350 doctors. That 
may have something to do 


with the reluctance of the 
board to identify the worst 
offenders, insiders say, as 
might the $7.1 million the 
CMA has contributed to Cali¬ 
fornia politicians since 1975. 

The president of the CMA, 
Dr. David R. Holley, says the 
California public should not 
be told of civil accusations 
and the majority of their out¬ 
comes against doctors. 

“The public doesn’t under¬ 
stand,” Holley said. “A few 
consumers are smart enough 
to sort it out, but many won’t 
take the time.” 

“We’ve heard complaints 
from California so many 
times,” said Dr. Sidney M. 
Wolfe, author of the study. 
“The country just doesn’t do 
much disciplining of doctors, 
and California is just in there 
with states doing a grossly 
poor job in protecting the 
public from the small number 
of doctors who commit most 
of the medical malpractice.” 

The CMA is the state’s 
largest industry group. ▼

By the second round of ap¬ 
plause especially for them, 
the waiters serving dinner at 
the March 12 Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Library for Social 
Studies and Research annual 
awards dinner were getting 
embarrassed. But when Li¬ 
brary President Jerry Persky 
noted that they were in a 
union and the room erupted 
for the third time — in a near 
standing ovation, no less— the 
Miramar Sheraton Hotel wait¬ 
ers looked as if they wanted 
to duck behind the nearest 
swinging door. 

What the waiters, and a 
number of lesbians and gays, 
did not realize was that for 60 
years many of the white- 
haired old people clapping so 
enthusiastically have valiantly 
fought — sometimes in bloody 
pitched battles with police — 
to create and organize the 
same trade unions now so 
blithely taken for granted. 
These were the old Commu¬ 
nist and Socialist party van¬ 
guards — when being a Com¬ 
munist or Socialist meant 
bravely fighting for social and 
economic justice for workers 
and people of color. 

The dinner was actually an 
acknowledgement, a reaching 
out, a healing between these 
old-line progressives and 
members of the gay and les¬ 
bian community they had at 
times expelled from their 
ranks. Officially, at least, the 
awards dinner commemorat¬ 
ed Stonewall 25 and some of 
the leaders who helped create 
the gay movement. Unofficial¬ 
ly it was a reconciliation — 
and the first-ever event by a 
major straight organization 
dedicated entirely to honoring 
the gay rights movement. A 
moment of total silence not¬ 
ing the life and death of 
Randy Shilts, an event co¬ 
chair, launched the evening. 

Open lesbian Los Angeles 
City Councilmember Jackie 
Goldberg, an ardent support¬ 
er of the library (a collection 
of material from progressive 
movements dating back to the 
1920s) and an outspoken 
progressive, emceed the 
event. She said the evening 
was “a fusion of the various 
parts of myself’ that had en¬ 
gaged in the historic struggle 
for justice. 

The night’s honorees in¬ 
cluded “movers and shakers’’ 
Jewel and Rue Thais- 
Williams, APLA Board mem¬ 
bers and founders of Rue’s 
House, a shelter for women 
and children with AIDS; Vir¬ 
ginia Uribe, founder of Pro¬ 
ject 10, a counseling program 
for gay and lesbian high 
schoolers; Jim Kepner, co¬ 
founder of the Gay Liberation 
Front and founder of the In¬ 
ternational Gay and Lesbian 
Archives; and Betty Rottger, 
a 60-year veteran of progres¬ 
sive campaigns and gay rights 
— even before she discovered 
that her own son, playwright 
Robert Chesley, was gay and 
she joined Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays. 

Goldberg introduced Mor¬ 
ris Kight, who was honored 
with a special Stonewall 25 
Award, as a gay man “who 
set an example of his life.” by 
knowing what it means to 
live by principles. 

Kight talked about coming 
to Los Angeles and creating 
free “non-judgmental” coun¬ 
seling services that eventually 


turned into the Gay Commu¬ 
nity Services Center he co¬ 
founded (Kepner was also on 
the founding board). Kight 
also founded the Los Angeles 
Gay Pride Parade Committee 
and co-founded the Gay Lib¬ 
eration Front of Los Angeles 
a year after Stonewall, and in 
1985 came up with the idea 
for Stonewall 25. A longtime 
social change activist and a 
current member of the Los 
Angeles County Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission, Kight has 
also long supported the li¬ 
brary and made a strong 
pitch for the progressive and 
the gay community to share 
resources. 

Author and AIDS activists 
Paul Monette was the 
evening’s keynote speaker. 
An attractive, intellectual gay 
man whose svelte body 
showed signs of his AIDS ill¬ 
ness, Monette got right to the 
point: “Those who seek to de¬ 
stroy the truth are ever as vig¬ 
ilant as those who seek to tell 
the truth,” he told the atten¬ 
tive audience. He reminded 
them that the first Nazi book

burnings in pre-war Germany 
were of gay and lesbian liter¬ 
ature. “History is almost al¬ 
ways made up of lies,” he 
said. “Oppressed people’s ev¬ 
idence ... does not occur in 
most history books. (It) is al¬ 
ways being stolen.” 

Stonewall, Monette said, is 
an “important touchstone” 
and “the smithereens of that 
explosion are with us today.” 
He warned of the steady ero¬ 
sion of the constitutional line 
separating church and state 
by the “Christian suprema¬ 
cists” who wear T-shirts say¬ 
ing “Thank God for AIDS.” 

He went on to remind his 
audience that America’s Na¬ 
tional Anthem ends with a 
question: Does that star-span¬ 
gled banner yet wave over 
the land of the free and the 
home of the brave? For 


manv lesbians and gays, he 
said, it’s a hard question to 
answer. “But that doesn’t 
mean hope and the dream 
isn’t there. (We) just have to 
make a noise larger than all 
of the oppressed in the 
world.” 

Perhaps the most moving 
moment of the evening was 
the acceptance of Emil Freed 
Award, named for a library 
founder, by “Renaissance 
man” and Radical Faerie Har¬ 
ry Hay. Before becoming the 
“Father of Gay Liberation” 
for co-founding the Matta- 
chine Society in 1950, Hay 
was a major Marxist trade 
union organizer (the Workers 
Alliance), demonstrator (in¬ 
cluding the 1934 general 
strike in San Francisco), and 
writer for the Communist 
People’s World. He was also 
married (from 1938-1951 to 
Anita Platky. Since 1963 he’s 
been with John Burnside) and 
a frontline supporter of Na¬ 
tive American causes. 

Hay talked about what it 
was like in the days of being 
a Communist and a “queer 
scapegoat” when the Commu¬ 
nist Party didn’t want homo¬ 
sexuals, and Senator Joseph 
McCarthy, who headed the 
witchhunting House on Un- 
American Activities Commit¬ 
tee, was looking for both. Hay 
said he used the newly pub¬ 
lished Kinsey Report to look 
for “recruits” to hold discus¬ 
sion groups about homosexu¬ 
ality. 

Those “first five brothers” 
developed, he said, what be¬ 
came known as “conscious¬ 
ness raising” — still a useful 
tool in organizing and the 
coming out process. 

But as the Mattachine So¬ 
ciety grew, “A-Gays, as we 
fairies called them ... the mid¬ 
dle class assimilationists” who 
claimed “we’re just the same 
as heterosexuals,” started 
feuding with Hay, who be¬ 
lieves that gays are an actual 
“cultural minority.” The “A- 
Gays” also started “red-bait¬ 
ing,” forcing Communists like 
Hay to leave the group. Hay 
formed circles of influence 
elsewhere with his Radical 
Faeries. 

So it was extremely 
poignant when, clasping the 
award to his breast and chok¬ 
ing back tears, Hay talked 
about how “powerful” the 
moment was — bringing to¬ 
gether the “first half of my 
life” with the second half de¬ 
voted to the queer communi¬ 
ty. “I feel for the first time 
ever I’m being allowed to 
come home. Thank you for al¬ 
lowing me to make this im¬ 
possible possible.” 

Even the waiters applaud¬ 
ed. ▼

one end of the great hall to 
the other, handing out free 
snacks and beverages to hun¬ 
gry dancers, a group that in¬ 
cluded youngsters, senior cit¬ 
izens, and all ages in between. 
The sound was magnificent, 
and the light show provided 
exciting special effects. 

By 10:45 many of the 
dancers sat along the sides of 
the giant hall, resting their 
tired feet. Seated among 
them was a family that 
looked as if it had just walked 
out of a Norman Rockwell 
picture: the father, with 
round-rim glasses and a 


sweater, sat with a mother in 
a knit dress and two teenage 
daughters. The family came 
from Sacramento; they raised 
several hundred dollars. 

“I lost my son from AIDS,” 
said the mother. “It’s no 
longer a gay disease.” 

The monies raised will 
benefit Mobilization Against 
AIDS, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, American 
Indian AIDS Institute, Black 
Coalition on AIDS, GAPA 
Communtiy HIV Project, In¬

One of the pioneers in AIDS educa¬ 
tion/prevention 
in Cuba, Raul 
Llanos Lima, 
died in Havana 
February 20 of 
cardiac arrest at 
the age of 39. 
After testing 
HIV-positive in 
1986, he lived 
and worked in 
Cuba’s first 
AIDS sanator¬ 
ium in Santiago de las Vegas with his 
companero of 11 years, Dr. Juan Carlos 
de la Concepcion. 

In 1989 Raul and Juan Carlos gave 
AIDS a human face by becoming the 
first PWAs to show their faces and 
speak on television and in the print 
media. Raul and Juan Carlos were a 
team as much as a couple and tireless¬ 
ly spoke to foreign doctors, AIDS 
educators and reporters to help rectify 
the erroneous portrayal of Cuba’s AIDS 
sanatoriums in the foreign press as 
“concentration camps” even as they 
tried to improve them. 

Raul Llanos and Juan Carlos toured 
the United States in late 1992, speaking 
at numerous AIDS centers, hospitals, 
and to community groups from New 
York to California The exhausting trip 
took a toll on Raul Llanos’ health, from 
which he never fully recovered. 

In addition to his longtime compa¬ 
nion, Juan Carlos, Raul leaves his 
parents, Ena Lima and Jose Llanos, 
brothers, and the extended family of 
friends who knew and loved him at the 
sanatorium and through his efforts to 
engage people in the struggle against 
AIDS. Y

The closure of the high- 
rent Castro shop and a second 
Union Street store was a busi¬ 
ness decision by the owners, 
according to Steve Gibson, 
M.S.W., who worked as a 
health educator for the stores. 

Neither store was part of 
the original Condomania com¬ 
pany started by entrepreneur 
Adam Glickman, who oper¬ 
ates a similar store in New 
York. 

“ Since Condomania opened 
its doors in San Francisco 
nearly two years ago, thou¬ 
sands of people have stepped 
inside to see what they might 
discover inside a condom 
store,” said a notice posted at 
the Castro Street store. 

The retail operation pro¬ 
vided customers an opportu¬ 
nity to ask questions about 
safe sex and safe sex products 
— and Gibson thinks there is 
still a market for such a ven¬ 
ture in San Francisco as well 
as a need for access to such 
supplies. 

“There was some concern 
among the management staff 
about the timing of the clo¬ 
sure, a couple of weeks after 
it was announced that the in¬ 
cident of AIDS cases are 
down,” Gibson said. “People

still need to have access to 
safe sex information and ma¬ 
terial.” 

Although free condoms are 
available from a variety of 
AIDS education and preven¬ 
tion groups, including The 
Stop AIDS Project, Condoma¬ 
nia staff provided an invalu¬ 
able community service, ac¬ 
cording to AIDS education 
experts. 

“The kind of information 
and education customers 
were able to get at Condoma¬ 
nia will not be available from 
a local drugstore or other con¬ 
dom outlets,” said Dan Wohl- 
feiler, M.P.H., education di¬ 


rector at Stop AIDS Project. 

Two other Condomania 
stores, in Los Angeles and 
Las Vegas, both of which 
were part of the retail ven¬ 
ture by the owners, closed 
earlier this year. 

“People from across the 
country and across the globe 
have come to appreciate the 
variety of safe sex products 
and depth of information they 
they have found in our stores. 
... We are proud of the impact 
that we had in your lives. 
Take care of yourself and 
each other,” the Condomania 
staffers said in the closure no¬ 
tice. ▼

I do have the right to free 
speech, and I’m not about to 
give up the right to voice my 
opinion. The decision of 
whether or not to unionize 
has always been in the hands 
of the employees who are el¬ 
igible to vote,” Christen said. 

Christen declined to dis¬ 
cuss with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the workplace issues 
that organizers said led to the 


union drive in the first place. 

“I have an open door poli¬ 
cy and people are welcome to 
come and discuss their con¬ 
cerns,” Christen said, “and 
I’ve been more than willing to 
have discussion with employ¬ 
ees — but I will not have those 
discussions carried out in the 
media. It’s not the appropriate 
venue. 

“The place you have those 
discussions is here,” Christen 
said. 

At least one SFAF worker 
concurred that Christen has 
the “open door,” but also said 


the policy has led to retalia¬ 
tion by managers whose 
staffers have gone to Christen 
with complaints. 

“It’s very sophisticated re¬ 
tribution, such as increased 
workloads or not tending to 
the needs of the employee. 
There have been people with 
AIDS who have left because 
of it. It’s been going on for 
v quite some time. I’ve been 
here nine months and it’s 
been quite a challenge,” said 
Criss Romero, an administra¬ 
tive assistant in the Client 
Services Department. T

Jerry received a bachelor’s in 
philosophy in 1966 from the Universi¬ 
ty of New Mexico at Albuquerque. He 
continued his education at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berkeley, where he 
studied computer science and educa¬ 
tion. Jerry was especially interested in 
the psychology of learning, programm¬ 
ed learning, and computer-aided lear¬ 
ning. 

From 1983 through 1992, Jerry was a 
lead designer for Sterling Federal 
Systems Inc of Palo Alto, California. 
While at Sterling Jerry worked on a 
variety of NASA projects, including 
helping develop- a computer program 
to analyze the atmosphere of Mars and 
on a variety of programs connected with 
the design of tilt-wing aircraft. He also 
worked for the University of California, 
College of Natural Resources; 
Honeywell Information Systems in San 
Francisco; the University of New Mex¬ 
ico, Albuquerque; and the General Pro¬ 
grammed Teaching Corporation. 

Jerry was an active member of the 
Libertarian Party and a staunch ad¬ 
vocate of personal freedom. He was also 
active in the gay-rights movement and 
AIDS causes. He did a number of 
newspaper interviews wherein he 
discussed his disease and his cryonic 
suspension arrangements. Jerry has 
now been cooled-down to liquid 
nitrogen temperature and will remain 
in long-term cold-care at CryoSpan in 
Southern California.

You Think Your Life's Rotten? 
Be Glad You're Not Mrs. Porter

BOSTON — The wife of 
imprisoned former Roman 
Catholic priest/convicted ped¬ 
ophile James Porter has been 
swindled out of $4,500, by a 
man who claimed he would 
be able to get the child mo¬ 
lester transferred from a Mas¬ 
sachusetts prison to one in 
Minnesota, the Boston Globe 
reported Wednesday, March 
9. 

Verlyne Porter discovered 
she was the victim of a scam 
when she went to a Minneso¬ 
ta airport to pick up her hus¬ 
band, and he wasn’t on the 
plane. 

Her husband was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 years in a Mas¬ 
sachusetts prison last year for 
molesting dozens of children 
in the southeastern part of the 
state, where he served as a 


Roman Catholic priest. 

Verlyne Porter, of Oak¬ 
dale, Minnesota, said that two 
weeks after the sentencing 
she got the first call from a 
man who claimed he was her 
husband’s probation officer. 
There followed three other 
phone conversations. 

She said the man told her 
he could facilitate Porter’s 
transfer to a prison in Min¬ 
nesota to be close to his fam¬ 
ily, but that she would have 
to send $4,500 to a fund that 
had been set up for victims of 
her husband’s sexual abuse. 

Porter said she cashed in 
savings bonds and, at the im¬ 
poster’s direction, wired the 
money via Western Union to 
Dallas where it was picked 
up by a woman. 

She was then told her 
husband would be flying in to 
an airport in Bemidji, Min-

nesota. She confirmed there 
was a reservation in her hus¬ 
band’s name and drove 200 
miles to the airport to pick 
him up. 

She discovered the ruse 
when the plane landed and 
her husband was not on 
board. 

“I knew then that some¬ 
thing had gone wrong,” she 
told the Globe. “I just 
couldn’t believe that I had 
been so dumb.” 

Police in Minnesota con¬ 
firmed her story, the Globe 
said. 

There was an additional 
tragic side effect to the scam. 
On her drive home, Verlyne 
Porter was involved in a 
head-on collision with another 
vehicle. A passenger in the 
other vehicle died, while Mrs. 
Porter and her children suf¬ 
fered injuries. ▼

iate in Buffalo. Their startled 
mother declared to her 
daughters, “You should sue!” 

But since that time she has 
become reconciled to her 
daughters’ sexual orientation. 
Joann’s giving birth to twins 
was a shock that turned into a 
blessing. Now Mrs. Birch vis¬ 
its her daughters, each in her 
own domestic situation with a 
mate, and joins them in their 
lesbian lives. “She was very 
moved at a lesbian wedding 
we took her to,” Joann re¬ 
called, “and afterward got 
right in and boogied with 
some ‘cool L.A. lesbians’ at a 
dance.” 

Elizabeth Birch, asked 
about the impact of increas¬ 
ing gay and lesbian visibility 
in industry, replied, “Two 
hundred and fifty companies, 
many of them in the Fortune 
500, have instituted anti-dis¬ 
crimination policies, and 45 
have developed domestic 
partner provisions in their 
group coverage. It is having a 
truly transformative effect.” 

The final fifteen minutes 
of the hour was devoted to 
answering questions from the 
audience and callers to the 
station. One of the latter, 
identified as “Jessie,” ex¬ 
plained that she and her long¬ 
time partner had hardly 
caused a ripple in her compa¬ 
ny when their relationship 
was made public when the 
two danced together at a 
Christmas party.

A Case of the Crabbies

W e are pleased to 
announce the first 
four recipients of 
The Crabbies, 
awarded by AQUANET (An¬ 
archistic Queers Upholding 
And Nurturing Extreme Tol¬ 
eration) to individuals or orga¬ 
nizations that are dedicated to 
establishing gay rights via en¬ 
hanced, high-quality, national¬ 
ly promoted whining. Mili-

tants who march in the 
streets protesting this or that 
atrocity are not eligible for 
these honors; only self-ap¬ 
pointed leaders working from 
the lofty isolation of swank 
offices are considered. The 
winners of the 1994 Spring 
Crabbies are: The Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund, the Se¬ 
cret Leaders, the Hensons of 
Mississippi and, of course, 
Michael Petrelis and his latest 
front group, “Gay and Les¬ 
bian Americans.” 

The Victory Fund is a 
group that raises money to 
distribute to pro-gay candi¬ 
dates. In an attempt to flex 
some nonexistent muscle and 
get something for nothing, 
they sent a letter to President 
Clinton whining about all the 
anti-gay rights initiatives pop¬ 
ping up on local ballots across 
the nation. Bill responded 
with a letter asserting that 
“the essential right to equality 
must not be denied by ballot 
initiative or otherwise.” 

This came from the man 
who not only appealed Mein- 
hold’s case against the Navy, 
which had overturned the ban 
on gays in the military, but 
who also finessed the district 
court into overturning the re¬ 
straining order which blocked 
the ban while the administra¬ 
tion appeals the case to the 
Supreme Court. At best it is 
hot air; at worst cynical ma¬ 
nipulation (some pundits sug¬ 
gest that Clinton is mostly 
worried about the conserva¬ 
tive voters who will be drawn 
to the polls by such emotion¬ 
ally loaded issues). 

Clinton goes on to “com¬ 
mend the broad-based coali¬ 
tion of leaders from the reli¬ 
gious communities, labor 
unions, environmental 
groups, gay and lesbian orga¬ 
nizations, women’s groups, se¬ 
nior citizens, communities of 
color, Republicans and 
Democrats and many others 
... who have united to oppose 
these ballot initiatives.” 

Even though it’s our own 
cause, we only get fourth 
billing on the laundry list of 
“special interests”! 

It’s hard to see what has 
been gained by this exchange, 
except that Clinton gets a lit¬ 
tle free PR cover in the gay 
community and the Victory 
Fund has something extra to 
stuff in its incessant fundrais¬ 
ing literature. This is whining 
at a high level indeed, and we 
are pleased to award them a 
Crabbie. Their special bonus 
prize is a roll of toilet paper 
(slightly soiled), which ap¬ 
proximates the value of the 
letter Clinton sent them. 

The A list 

The second Crabbie is 
harder to specify because the 
winners are a closely guarded 
secret; let’s call them “The 
Gang of 35.” These are the 35 
self-designated most impor¬ 
tant gay and lesbian leaders 
who recently had a secret 
meeting on the East Coast. 


The meeting was an invita¬ 
tion-only gathering of our self- 
appointed ruling clique and 
closed to the public because, 
according to one participant, 
“We wanted to avoid the pos¬ 
turing that would occur with 
media exposure.” 

As if this crowd could 
avoid “posturing” even in 
their sleep! 

Many activists were out¬ 
raged at the oligarchic, exclu¬ 
sive nature of the gathering. 
Others were pissed at the 
slight of not being invited. 
Imagine what’s it like to be, 
roughly, the 40th-ranked 
queer honcho in the country 
and to discover that the cut 
was made at 35, so you’re not 
invited. Or to have considered 
yourself in the Top 20 only to 
find that you didn’t even 
make the B list! 

We can’t say if the meeting 
actually accomplished any¬ 
thing (other than bruising gay 
egos all across the country) 
because, of course, the pro¬ 
ceedings were secret. Howev¬ 
er, there have been many 
such meetings (we strongly 
suspect), and none of them 
got us anywhere, so it seems 
safe to assume that this one 
won’t either. Therefore, we 
can award The Gang of 35 a 
Crabbie. We have also grant¬ 
ed them a special bonus prize, 
but it, of course, must remain 
a secret. 

Special victims 

Attorney General Janet 
Reno’s intervention in the 
Camp Sister Spirit controver¬ 
sy wins the Henson family 
the season’s third Crabbie. 

It’s not clear what Reno 
hopes to accomplish. They’ll 
go and put a few bigots under 
hot lights for a while; maybe 
they’ll sponsor local screen¬ 
ings of Mississippi Burning; 
maybe they’ll post a few G- 
men near the premises. None 
of this seems likely to make 
Camp Sister Spirit a pleasant, 
refreshing, feminist retreat 
anytime soon. Like the family 
of blacks the Feds introduced 
into a viciously racist housing 
project over in Texas, you can 
establish your right to live 
someplace, but you can’t 
make the locals like you. 

(This, perhaps, is the les¬ 
son taught by the recent court 
victory by gays allowing our 
inclusion in the Boston St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade. The 
court order establishes our 
right to march in the parade, 
but the organizers unani¬ 
mously canceled it rather 
than have one with queers!) 

All Reno’s intervention 
does is demonstrate, on a na¬ 
tional level, that gays are safe 
only when they’re recognized 
as a group of special victims 
and accorded official protec¬ 
tion. I would have liked it bet¬ 
ter if a grass-roots surge of lo¬ 
cal feminists had started 
castrating their Christian- 
Klansmen husbands and 
brothers until the harassment 
stopped. You can bet the 
Feds would’ve stepped in 
right quick to clamp down on 
that! It would have sent an en¬ 
tirely different message. 

But the Hensons are really 
fighting more for property 
rights than human rights; this 
is why the Feds took up their 
case in the first place. Now 
Reno has a high-profile case 
that shows her concern for 
our rights but which has nc 
potential to actually win us 
any. This is the sort of “victo¬ 
ry” whining usually accom¬ 
plishes, and it earns the Hen¬ 
sons a Crabbie. Their special 



bonus prize is a box of shot¬ 
gun shells (if you’re going to 
converse with the Klan, you 
have to speak their language). 

Looks good on paper 

The final Crabbie goes to 
the Petrelisoid “Gay and Les¬ 
bian Americans,” a paper 
group that has hosted exactly 
one paper event and has now 
called a paper boycott. Like 
most Petrelis front groups, 
which are based on the well- 
proven principle that “three 
activists and a fax constitute a 
movement,” GLA consists of 
a small clique of entitled-feel- 
ing “leaders” with hyperactive 
imaginations and a large 
Rolodex. 

Their first “action” was a 
Valentine’s Day “kiss-in” in 


major cities across the U.S. 
This event was “organized” 
by fiat: GLA issued a call to 
action targeting unspecified 
local affiliates and papered 
the gay press with releases 
announcing it. The event 
barely happened; a total of 
rather less than a 100 activists 
spread out in perhaps eight 
cities held rallies that were to¬ 
tally ignored — or more fairly, 
were not even noticed — by lo¬ 
cal media. But GLA an¬ 
nounced it as a major victory 
and went on to declare a boy¬ 
cott of Florida orange juice, 
to chastise that state for hir¬ 
ing reactionary Rush Lim- 
baugh as its OJ spokesperson. 

They made no attempt to 
build a consensus around this 
paper boycott even within the 


gay community, let alone 
among our allies. No bars 
were specifically signed up, 
no local groups recruited, no 
national organizations asked 
to endorse it — it was simply 
declared by GLA. No doubt 
they hope that general out¬ 
rage will force Florida to 
back down, and then they can 
take credit for this victory.

In November 1993, a jury 
trial ended with a victory for 
GLIB on “public accommoda¬ 
tion” discrimination grounds, 
and a permanent injunction 
allowing it to march. SBAVC 
appealed the verdict and in¬ 
junction through the state 
courts, but the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court ruled last Fri¬ 
day to uphold the lower court 
orders. 


Arrest that homo 

Meanwhile, in New York 
City, members of the Irish 


Lesbian and Gay Organiza¬ 
tion said they will defy police 
arrest threats and protest 
their exclusion from that St. 
Patrick’s Day parade by 
marching up Fifth Avenue 
prior to the event. 

Sheila Quinn, a spokesper¬ 
son for ILGO, said the group 
would gather Thursday be¬ 
fore the parade on the steps 
of the New York Public Li¬ 
brary at Fifth Avenue and 
42nd Street. 

“We will rally at 9 a.m., 
and under tight control with 
marshals, step off at 9:20 a.m., 
marching up Fifth Avenue,” 
she said. “We have been told 


by police where we can and 
where we cannot go. If we go 
north of 42nd Street, we will 
be arrested.” 

Police Chief of Depart¬ 
ment John Timoney said at a 
Tuesday briefing for mem¬ 
bers of the media that the 
protesters would be warned 
by bullhorn that if they pro¬ 
ceed they will be arrested be¬ 
fore they reach 43rd Street, 
about a block from the start¬ 
ing point of the traditional pa¬ 
rade. 

The parade is sponsored 
by the Ancient Order of Hi¬ 
bernians, a Roman Catholic 
fraternal organization that 


won last year in federal court 
the right to exclude gays from 
the parade. 

Also last year, more than 
200 members and supporters 
of ILGO were arrested when 
they attempted to march be¬ 
fore the parade’s usual 11 
a.m. starting time. 

In 1993, before U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Kevin Duffy 
in Manhattan, the Hibernians 
argued successfully for free¬ 
dom of association, saying 
that because homosexuality 
goes against the teachings of 
the Catholic Church, they 
would not allow ILGO to 
march with its own banner. 


Some 30 elected officials, 
including three members of 
Congress, pledged Tuesday 
not to participate in the pa¬ 
rade as a protest of ILGO’s 
exclusion. 

Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
said earlier he would march 
in the parade. 

Two years ago, ILGO 
members marched with a 
rebel Hibernian division, with 
Mayor David Dinkins serving 
as their symbolic banner. But 
along with the invective suf¬ 
fered by the ILGO group and 
its hosts, Dinkins was sprayed 
with beer from bystanders.

ACLU, Lambda, "Able" To 
Contest "Don't Ask, Don't Tell"

Able v. USA has opened 
the next round of legal chal¬ 
lenges to the ban on gays and 
lesbians serving in the mili¬ 
tary. The suit was filed on 
Monday, March 7, in federal 
district court in Brooklyn, 
New York, by the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund (Lambda) and the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 

It holds as unconstitutional 
the recently enacted federal 
law and Department of De¬ 
fense (DoD) regulations ex¬ 
cluding gays and lesbians 
from the military. The policy, 
commonly known as “don’t 
ask, don’t tell,” took effect on 
February 28. The brief asks 
for an injunction to prohibit 
DoD from discharging the 
plaintiffs while the suit is 
pending. 

“This is the first piece of 
federal legislation specifically 
requiring there to be discrim¬ 
ination against lesbians and 
gays,” said ACLU attorney 


Marc Elovitz. “The distinction 
between what were regula¬ 
tions and what is now federal 
law is an important one.” Oth¬ 
er federal statutes have mere¬ 
ly omitted or ignored homo¬ 
sexuals from civil rights or 
other protections. This one ac¬ 
tively discriminates against 
them. 

The six plaintiffs in the 
suit represent a diversity of 
active duty and reserve per¬ 
sonnel, in various branches of 
the military services, on both 
the east and west coasts. “Jane 
Able” is a pseudonym for a 
Lieutenant Colonel in the 
Army Reserve who fears pro¬ 
fessional harm should her 
name be used. 

The main argument of the 
brief reads: “The Act and 
DoD Regulations profoundly 
intrude upon two of the most 
valued principles embodied in 
the United States Constitu¬ 
tion — that all Americans have 
the right to be treated equally 
under the law, judged on the 
basis of their abilities rather 
than according to the preju-

dice of others; and that the 
government may not restrict 
the content and viewpoint of 
the speech and other expres¬ 
sion of some Americans 
based on the prejudices of 
others.” 

Beatrice Dohrn, an attor¬ 
ney with Lambda, said one of 
the reasons the group decided 
to file in New York was that 
the second circuit has not spo¬ 


ken on the question of gays in 
the military. 

The plaintiffs drew Feder¬ 
al Judge Eugene Nickerson, a 
Carter appointee. “He heard 
the case right away on Mon¬ 
day morning, a half hour after 
the papers were filed,” noted 
Elovitz, “so he recognizes that 
the case raises pressing is¬ 
sues.” 

The hearing for a prelimi¬ 
nary injunction is scheduled 
for this Friday, March 18 — “a 
very short schedule” accord¬ 
ing to Elovitz. “He [Nicker¬ 
son] is obviously showing the 
proper concerns for the con¬ 
stitutional rights of our plain¬ 
tiffs in this case. To that ex¬ 
tent we are thrilled.” 

“I’m not saying that I know 
the judge will make a deci¬ 
sion on Friday, but he seems 
to be a pretty quick-acting 
guy and he seems to be doing 
this on an expedited basis,” 
said Dohrn. He could rule as 
early as Friday, she said, or 
“he could say ‘I am going to 
issue a written decision in the 
next week or two.’” 

Regardless of when the de¬ 
cision on the preliminary in¬ 
junction comes down, the 
lawsuit itself will likely take 
years to make its way 
through federal district and 
appeals courts. ▼

USDA Equal Opp, 
Honcho: "I'm An 
Equal Rights Foe"

The manager of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s 
Equal Employment Opportu¬ 
nity Commission for ten 
southern states, including 
Mississippi, said that he 
knowingly risked his job 
March 4 when he spoke out 
against giving homosexuals 
job protection under the law 
based on sexual orientation. 

Karl Mertz, 49, said in his 
March 11 speech before the 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Mid-South Area Research 
Leaders Meeting in Biloxi 
that he didn’t think lesbians 
and gays deserved job protec¬ 
tion because of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. He also said he knows 
that’s an unpopular position 
within the Clinton administra¬ 
tion. Fearing retribution, 
Mertz requested a day of 
leave shortly before making 
his speech. 

Mertz said that within 
hours of making his speech 
he received a call from a 
highly-placed Washington of¬ 
ficial who was concerned, be¬ 
cause the Department of 
Agriculture had received 
complaints from several gay 
rights groups across the coun¬ 
try. Mertz also said his views 
were personal, and did not 
represent the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Mississippi gay activists 
called the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, where 
officials prompted the phone

protest. 

“We’ve always said that we 
were not asking for special 
rights, but for equal rights,” 
said Todd Emerson, a co¬ 
founder of the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast group G.L. Friend¬ 
ly, which works to promote 
acceptance of homosexuality. 
“He says we don’t need pro¬ 
tection under the law but we 
do. Gays and lesbians are 
fired from their jobs because 
of their sexual orientation. It’s 
not just gays and lesbians 
who need protection, but het¬ 
erosexuals. It’s like those four 
women from Florida who 
were fired from a gay bar be¬ 
cause they were straight. 
They need protection, too.” 

Mertz, who has a doctorate 
in ministry from Vanderbilt 
University and recently split 
with his United Methodist 
Church over what he called 
the church’s liberal views on 
homosexuality, said he want¬ 
ed people to know that his 
views are not motivated by 
hatred of homosexual people.

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Best of Broadway's 'La Cage aux folks' 

Clipped Wings

D oesn’t it seem logi¬ 
cal that the shows 
presented locally 
under the rubric, 
“The Best of Broadway,” 
should resemble their original 
productions? And if they 
don’t, as is the case with the 
tawdry decimation of La 
Cage aux folles, now charg¬ 
ing a near-Broadway price of 
$55 for an orchestra seat at 
the Orpheum Theatre, 
shouldn’t some truth-in-adver¬ 
tising clauses be appended to 
their ads? This isn’t what 
was seen on Broadway; nor is 
it what was seen in the tour¬ 
ing version, which played 
here nearly nine years ago. 
That show was spiffy enough, 
had just enough glamour, to 
be passably entertaining. The 
current production, bastard 
off-spring of unknown parent¬ 
age, is threadbare and te¬ 
dious. 

Coming into town on the 
heels of a decent, yet lacklus¬ 
ter, revival of Sound of Music 
— which was, despite some 
questionable casting, good 
enough to let us appreciate 
the strengths of the original — 


this Cage makes me wonder 
if “The Best of Broadway” se¬ 
ries will go the way of Civic 
Light Opera, which was 
forced into bankruptcy by a 
string of second-rate revivals, 
much like this one. This is 
unlikely, as long as “Best of 
Broadway” has Phantom of 
the Opera raking in cash at 
the Curran. That show is an 
extortionist’s dream. “Best 
of Broadway” subscribers 
would have settled for any¬ 
thing — did, indeed, settle for 
anything — in return for tick¬ 
ets to Phantom. 

I was looking forward to 
seeing La Cage again. Yet, 
what I found at the theatre 
precluded enjoyment. Sever¬ 
al major elements of the La 
Cage aux folles production 
design didn’t make it on this 
tour, which was clearly de¬ 
signed for the provinces. A 
good deal of scenery — notice¬ 
ably the exciting scenic mon¬ 
tage of the opening — is sim¬ 
ply gone. What remains of 
the sets only rarely duplicates 
the original, more often only 
approximating it, and not 
very well at that. Chet Walk¬ 
er has ignored the crisp, good- 
natured, stylish tone of the

original in his direction, 
which is workman-like and 
undisciplined. The choreogra¬ 
phy is insipid and sloppily ex¬ 
ecuted. 

Furthermore, the chorus 
work is ragged, and the 
queens need some proper 
crotch closures. These girls 


are freighted with heavy bas¬ 
kets. Their wigs are ugly and 
ill-maintained. And the entire 
cast — I assume as coached by 
Walker — mug and mince 
heavy-handedly. I don’t re¬ 
member everyone shouting 
throughout the original, and I

Richard Glatzer's

Family 

Ties

V oted audience fa¬ 
vorite at last year’s 
San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Gay and 
Lesbian Film Festival, Grief, 
which begins a two-week run 
at the Castro on the 18th, is 
director Richard Glatzer’s 
homage to the films of Paul 
Bartel and their sardonic 
view of love and sex, Ameri- 
can-style. 

LA performer Jackie Beat 
plays Jo Koenig, an over¬ 
weight, ambitious Hollywood 
producer of a “z-rated” televi¬ 
sion courtroom drama. She’s 
angry because she just can’t 
get no respect: she can’t find 
anyone to have sex with and 
her office is forever being 
used as a sexual playground 
by her off-beat staff, consist¬ 
ing of four talented, but lost, 
thirtysomethings who’ve trad¬ 
ed upward mobility for the 




cost (theatre, after all, re¬ 
quires visual magic and cos¬ 
tume-making and scenic de¬ 
sign are fully viable, indepen¬ 
dent arts). The problem with 
Worsaae’s decor is that it ob¬ 
fuscates the bloody, dirty 
business of tribal warfare. 
Simply put, it’s difficult to 
imagine any of the chief pro¬ 
tagonists doing anything that 
would mess up their very fine 
duds. 

Equally troubling is 
Tomasson’s choreography. 
Yes, he tells the story in a 
less operatic and less static 
manner than the Kenneth 
MacMillan version (seen most 
recently in San Francisco in 
American Ballet Theatre’s 
production). But, with Sergei 
Prokofiev’s compelling, high¬ 
ly programmatic score, it’s 
hard not to illustrate the bal¬ 
let’s narrative events. 

Tomasson’s staging might 
best be described as a some¬ 
what cool or restrained ver¬ 
sion of the hyper-kinetic inter¬ 
pretation of Romeo pio¬ 
neered by John Cranko for 
the Stuttgart Ballet (seen re¬ 
peatedly in San Francisco in 
the Joffrey Ballet’s produc¬ 
tion). Disappointingly, there’s 
little evidence of any influ¬ 
ence in Tomasson’s Romeo 
of Frederick Ashton’s lyrical, 
highly personal staging, or 
the dramatic succinctness of 
Antony Tudor’s one-act ver¬ 
sion of the ballet. In sum, 
Tomasson’s choreography is 
serviceable, but never truly 
fresh or newly imagined. 

Of course, this is not en¬ 
tirely the choreographer’s

safe, co-dependent relation¬ 
ship they share with big 
mama Jo. None of this kooky 
ensemble is happy. Each is 
stuck in a rut, but complacen¬ 
cy, and the appearance of be¬ 
ing “in the industry,” even if 
they’re only gesturing at the 
sidelines, have cemented their 
fates. 

But when Jo decides to get 
married and leave the coun¬ 
try (she says big women are 
popular in Prague), this dys¬ 
functional family is thrown 
into disarray: Mark (Craig 
Chester), Jo’s queer story edi¬ 
tor, must now compete with 
do-gooder Paula for Jo’s job. 
Mark wants the increased re¬ 
sponsibility, but he’s so preoc¬ 
cupied with the anniversary 
of his lover’s death from 
AIDS that he can’t focus on 
his career. Paula wants the 
job too, but she knows she 
doesn’t have the requisite 
kink for directing twisted 
courtroom dramas.

Helgi Tomasson's Staging Debuts at SFBallet 

The 'Romeo' Paradox

O ne might say that 
San Francisco Bal¬ 
let’s new produc¬ 
tion of Romeo and 
Juliet is something of an odd 
duck. Despite a host of prob¬ 
lems in the music, the sce¬ 
nario, the casting and, espe¬ 
cially, in Helgi Tomasson’s 
choreography, the ballet suc¬ 
ceeds as a grand work of dra¬ 
matic theatre. Romeo pro¬ 
vides a thoroughly engaging 


evening of entertainment — 
and bombast — even if it adds 
little to our understanding of 
20th-century choreography. 

Visually, Danish designer 
Jens-Jacob Worsaae’s decor 
and costumes are stunning: a 
rich tapestry of high-Renais- 
sance inspired design. Ochre, 
gold, black and varying 
shades of red predominate 
among the set’s multiple lay¬ 
ers of interlocking archways. 
Worsaae’s costumes are ex¬ 
ceptionally appealing, featur¬ 


ing beaded head pieces and 
velvet applique gowns for the 
women, and sexy, tight-waist- 
ed tunics for the men. Equal¬ 
ly engaging is the lighting by 
Thomas R. Skelton, which of¬ 
ten emphasizes violent, diag¬ 
onal shafts of light. Overall, 
this is one of the most sump¬ 
tuous stagings of a full-length 
ballet I’ve ever seen. 

However, it might also be 
said that Worsaae’s staging is 
too opulent. But not simply 
because of its richness and

writers is understated, but 
palpable. 

Compounding these con¬ 
tretemps, Mark, with visible 
shame, is attracted to Bill 
(Alexis Arquette), Jo’s useless, 
but alarmingly beautiful, of¬ 
fice assistant. Bill insists he’s 
straight, but he’s generated 
enough homosexual signals to 
attract Mark’s sensitive gay- 
dar. And though Bill eventu¬ 
ally succumbs to his feelings 
for Mark, it’s strapping hunk 
Jeremy (Carlton Wilborn), 
Mark’s mainstay collaborator 
on the show, who awakens 
Bill’s burgeoning queerness. 
The soap opera that ensues 
from these machinations is a 
memorable, honest, even 
touching, portrayal of the 
fragile nature of friendship, 
love, trust and sexual desire. 

Grief has been called a 


comedy-drama, but it’s really 
a comedy topped off with a 
large dollop of irony, just 
enough to give the film some 
reality. Richard Glatzer’s 
petulant wit takes more than 
a few cues from Paul Bartel 
(who briefly appears in the 
film, as does sidekick Mary 
Woronov), who is equally deft 
at sending up psychological 
and sexual incontinence. But 
whereas Bartel’s wit strangles 
the life out of his characters, 
leaving them onscreen like so 
many jointed simulacre hope¬ 
lessly crashing into each oth¬ 
er, Glatzer leaven’s his script 
less heavy-handedly. Indeeed, 
many of the things this odd¬ 
ball quintet say and do will 
seem uncannily realistic, 
heartfelt and genuine. For in¬ 
stance when angelic Bill, with 
dreamy eyes and wet lips, at¬ 
tempts to seduce Mark on the 
floor of his office. Mark, am¬ 
bivalent, rejects the offer, but 
his wariness is conveyed with 


a modicum of effort: a move¬ 
ment of the eyes, a deep sigh, 
a broken sentence. Very ele¬ 
gant. And, too, viewers will 
admire the subtle erotic thrill 
Glatzer delivers in Bill’s de¬ 
flowering scene, when we see 
only enough skin and schlong 
to whet the appetite. (Surely 
this film will spawn a Carlton 
Wilborn fan club.) 

The cast is excellent, in 
particular, Craig Chester, 
whose world-weariness never 
becomes oppressive, and

and Ileana Douglas, who 
plays Jo’s chatty, pen-stealing 
secretary. But the most mem¬ 
orable performance in Grief 
belongs to Jackie Beat, whose 
Jo Koening is a superb depic¬ 
tion of functional neuroses. A 
shameless, power-hungry ca¬ 
reerist saddled with a weight 
problem, Jo wants everything 
that everyone else wants but 
has to work ten times harder 
to get it. Her every move in 




the film is steeped in resent¬ 
ment, from the way she 
careens down hallways bark¬ 
ing orders at her listless crew, 
her silk scarf trailing uselessly 
behind her, to the way she 
grabs candy from a dish, her 
arm rocketing outward like a 
cruise missile trained on a tar¬ 
get, lips pursed, brow fur¬ 
rowed. Almost anything can 
and does set her off. 

Glatzer directs with an in¬ 
spired hand, capturing his tal¬ 
ented cast only at its most 
committed, when concentrat¬ 
ed 100 percent in the mo¬ 
ment. His clever courtroom 
sequences, interjected every 
so often throughout the 90- 
minute film, are pure tom¬ 
foolery and include, memo¬ 
rably, a little of everything: 
Tourettes victims, opera di¬ 
vas, “circus lesbians” and dog 
trainers. No doubt, Glatzer’s 
sure hand with this upended 
jurisprudence is the most 
valuable knowledge he 
gained from his five-year stint 
as producer of one of televi¬ 
sion’s most popular shows, 


Divorce Court. 

Grief is by no means a 
great film. It’s a work of sub¬ 
tle, unpretentious charm, so 
subtle that its not infrequent 
poignancy seems almost acci¬ 
dental. It’s just that witty and 
just that smart. ▼

Book Brief 



Jarmaniana 


Modern Nature 

by Derek Jarman; Overlook Press, $23.95 


If you haven’t had your fill of the late gay filmmaker Derek 
Jarman yet you can pick up a copy of Modern Nature, the final 
installment of his trilogy of memoirs, just published by The 
Overlook Press. As in the first two memoirs, At Your Own Risk 
and Dancing Ledge, Jarman reminisces about his art school 
days, the swinging London of the ’60s and 70s, and his prolific 
career in the cinema. 

Unlike the earlier books, Modern Nature is primarily a jour¬ 
nal of Jarman’s days at his spiritual retreat on the coast of Dun- 
geness, Prospect Cottage. There, he cultivates a garden from 
bones and flowering plants hearty enough to survive the bleak 
environment. A nuclear power plant looms over the horizon. 

So there are a lot of entries on the order of, “The hawthorn 
and birch are in bright green leaf; the pear is in blossom; the ash 
tree buds are breaking.” But there are also wise reflections in 
these jottings from ’89 and ’90, on his HIV condition, on the val¬ 
ue of his friendships, and on the production of his films (mostly 
The Garden.) And, in the book’s later pages, Jarman’s descrip¬ 
tions of his brave battles with TB and the loss of his eyesight are 
nothing less than inspiring. 

Thirty-two pictures of the author, his garden, and beautiful 
men from his films round out a goodly treat for Jarman aficiona¬ 
dos. —Roberto Friedman

By Any Lights Gay — It's 'Hans Christian Andersen 

A Fairy's Tale

W ill the wonders of 
cable TV never 
cease? Just a mag¬ 
ic word, spelled 
AMC or TNT and - CLICK! 
— there appears one of those 
rare artefacts of pre-Barney 
children’s programming, the 
1952 musical-bio, Hans Chris¬ 
tian Andersen. Though not a 
Disney film, this was, never¬ 
theless, an important epic in 
my childhood, one I watched 
again and again. 

Would it still hold up? Be 
a revelation, or an embarrass¬ 
ment? My Maltin’s TV Movie 
and Video Guide didn’t offer 
much help: 

“...Glossy and completely 
fabricated — has no relation to 
the real Andersen’s life sto¬ 
ry.” 

But historical verisimili¬ 
tude wasn’t my goal. What I 
wanted to find were the lost 
passions of the child I was at 
five or nine, a time of life 
whose recollections are large¬ 
ly stolen or mutilated. And 
this film, upon recent view¬ 
ing, was no disappointment. It 
contains remarkably affection- 
al, even quasi-sexual, scenes 
and threatens to answer unan¬ 
swerable red-light questions 
about how I grew into my 
grown-up tastes. 

The film stars Danny Kaye 
(one of Goldwyn’s biggest 
stars, a Jewish red-head comic 
born David Daniel Kamin¬ 
sky), who plays Hans Chris¬ 
tian Andersen. One of tinsel- 
town’s favorite toastmasters, 


Kaye went on to defend the 
Hollywood 10 against Joe Mc¬ 
Carthy and became a human¬ 
itarian booster of children’s 
rights via UNICEF. He was a 
role model, a hero of his time. 
Watching the film again, I can 
see why. 

Pretty Peter 

The musical opens with a 
kite flying over a lovely paint¬ 
ed set of gingerbread houses. 
The town children cluster 
around Hans, enrapt as the

shoemaker tells a slightly 
risque story, “The Emperor’s 
New Clothes.” Trouble is, the 
kids should be in school. Dan¬ 
ny, the cobbler and dreamer, 
is no match for an angry 
Aryan schoolmaster and the 
village burgomaster. Wifeless, 
Hans’ only protection is his 
boy helper, Peter. This ap¬ 
prentice saves the daydream- 
er from the consequences of 
his irresponsibility, but it’s a 
mutually protective relation¬ 
ship: Peter has no desire ever 
to go back to the orphanage. 
The kids, now in school 
where they belong, are chant¬ 
ing their arithmetic lesson in 


the background. Hans squats 
next to Peter and, pointing 
out the first inchworm of the 
Spring, sings to him. It’s a 
Frank Loesser song: 

“Inchworm, inchworm, 
measuring the marigolds. 

Seems to me you’d stop 
and see how beautiful you 
are.” 

A description of the boy 
seems in order. Peter is 
played by 16-year-old Joey 
Walsh with a slight Bronx ac¬ 
cent. As in all ’50s musicals, 
costuming for males as well 
as females is formfitting, butt- 
revealingly tight. And Peter 
has more in that department 
than either of the two older 
male leads. Skin-tight wool 
pants are held up by sus¬ 
penders over shoulders that 
are rather broad for an ado¬ 
lescent. A long leather apron 
hangs from his neck and ties 
behind, not around the waist 
but across the cheeks of his 
high round hiney. In front, it 
looks a little bit like a dress, 
and from the rear, a teenaged 
dream. 

Peter has high cheekbones 
and a longish, pointed nose. 
In fact, he sometimes looks 
like a younger version of 
Danny as Hans for the perfect 
pedophilic fantasy of like-son 
but not-son. 

And Hans can’t seem to 
keep his hands off his boy Pe¬ 
ter. His fingers are always 
curled under the lad’s sus¬ 
penders to emphasize a point, 
wandering to the back of his 
neck to provide encourage¬ 
ment, tousling his hair. And, 


in freeze-frame, it surely ap¬ 
pears that his gaze, like mine, 
rests firmly on Peter’s appeal¬ 
ing rear. 

Viewed through gay eyes, 
in fact, the entire film is bal¬ 
anced between two contradic¬ 
tory “perceptions” of homo¬ 
sexual men: as uncle figures 
we are “good with kids”; but 
as single males we are a “dan¬ 
ger to children.” We are able 
to show emotions and be af¬ 
fectionate and, because we’re 
in touch with the pain of our 
own childhoods, capable of 
empathy with the young. Yet 
we’re only good for kids as 
long as we remain self- 
neutered, supposedly, like 
priests, like eunuchs, like 
court jesters. 

But not to worry: this 
movie-musical from 1952 
keeps any and all homoerotic 
content securely locked in 
Russo’s celluloid closet. It is 
sound-lot pretty, designed for 
viewing by family members, 
even wholesome Ozzie and 
Harriet ones. Its gay allusions 
become clear only to the dirty 
young mind of a boy now 
middle-aged. It’s all in my 
mind, right? Not necessarily. 

On Broadway in the ’40s, 
Kaye played a nelly magazine 
photographer in Lady in the 
Dark, and in a 1961 film he 
mimicked Marlene Dietrich 
in (female) drag. And in a re¬ 
cent biography of Lawrence 
Olivier, author Donald Spoto 
shed light on Danny Kaye’s 
10-year lover relationship 
with “Larry.” 

Nor was Hans Andersen 
necessarily straight, some¬ 
thing scriptwriter Moss Hart 
must have known about the 
Danish fairy-tale teller, even 
if he could not state it overtly. 
Art director Richard Day’s 
five Academy Awards include 
one for Tennessee Williams’ 
Streetcar Named Desire — but 
he didn’t get an Oscar for his 
Valley of the Dolls. And the 
ballet costumes were de¬ 
signed by someone named 
Clave. And then there’s 
young, pretty boy Farley 
Granger, the last of Sam 
Goldwyn’s contract players. 
He might have been forced to 
appear as the third male lead 
in Hans Christian Andersen, 
the macho master of a balleri¬ 
na Danny falls for (chastely, 
of course). Or, Granger’s het- 
ero role in this kitschy family 
film may have been a wise ca¬ 
reer move as he’d just arrived 
on the set straight from star¬ 
ring roles in Hitchcock’s two 
“gayest” scripted films: Rope 
(1948), in which he plays one 
of the homosexual child- 


killers Leopold and Loeb; and 
Strangers on A Train (1951), 
where he plays footsie and 
jokingly agrees to criss-cross 
murders with effeminate 
mother-hater Robert Walker, 
for whom it is no jest. 

Now, Hans hates Farley 
because he saw him strike his 
ballerina, and believes she is 
unhappy. Peter, more down- 
to-earth, realizes that the 
lover’s spats between Granger 
and Annemaire are merely 
the normal sado-masochism 
of heterosexual married life. 

In a beautifully tragic sep¬ 
aration scene, the boy tries to 
save Danny from his own ro¬ 
manticism. Fresh from wash¬ 
ing up at an outdoor wash¬ 
basin, the half-dressed boy 
comes indoors and tries to 
protect his teacher by warn¬ 
ing, “She’ll laugh at you, 
Hans!” 

Peter displays true boyish 
jealousy. He is wearing only 
his famous wool pants with 
suspenders, over a bare, fine¬ 
ly defined chest and a taut 
tummy. But I can see his 
eyes, and they contain the 
deep anguished gay-boy look 
so common to the pre- 
Stonewall years, a look Allen 
Ginsberg called “wounded 
doe.” 

Yet it is no use. “Maybe 
you’d better look for another 
job,” Hans tells him, “I don’t 
think we like each other any¬ 
more.” I can remember as a 
child being heartbroken by 
this parting of Hans and his 
boy; at least, the scene is still 
terribly sad, moving, even 35 
years after first seeing it. I un¬ 
derstood clearly, too, why it 
had had such a powerful ef¬ 
fect on the volatile imagina¬ 
tion of the sensitive seven- 
year old I was: the one who 
sided with his mother in or¬ 
der to protect her from her 
heartless husband, but who 
also desperately needed men 
in his life. 

Of course, Hans finds the 
ballerina lolling in the arms 
of her raven-haired ballet 
master. He should have lis¬ 
tened to Peter. 

Picture Hans sadly push¬ 
ing his wheelbarrow on the 
dirt highway, returning alone 
from “Beautiful, beautiful 
Copenhagen, salty old queen 
of the sea” (Loesser’s lyrics 
again). But wait! Who is that 
just up ahead on the road: i c- 
ter? It is! Hans calls his name, 
runs to catch up with him. 
The boy’s gaze is still down¬ 
cast, while the mentor tries 
desperately to make conversa¬ 
tion.

T here are some people 
we’d rather didn’t ex¬ 
ist and failing that, 
we’d rather not know 
about. They are the subject of 
The Great Divide, a video by 
Deborah Fort and Ann- 
Skinner Jones that gives us a 
look at, and some insight into, 
the homophobes of Oregon 
and Colorado. 

Lou Mabon, a portly dirty- 
blond, is executive director of 
Oregon Citizens Alliance 
(OCA), the people responsible 
for ballot measure 9. An arch¬ 
enemy of the lesbian and gay 
community, Mabon ought to 
at least have fangs and know 
how to breathe fire. Speaking 
directly into the camera like 
the poor, deluded soul he is, 
he loses some of his mystique, 
if none of his poison. We get 
to stare, in horror, mockery 
or disbelief at this chubby 
guy in a suit whose righteous 
stupidity translates into ha¬ 
tred, violence and the destruc¬ 
tion of community. 

The point of our scrutiniz¬

How long, I wonder, before 
he manages to touch the boy? 

Not long, since the cobbler 
can’t bear to be out of physical 
contact in any of their scenes. 
Peter is right there by his side 
during the movie’s encore, as 
Hans reprises songs from the 
score. 

“Thumbelina, makes no 
difference if you’re very small: 

When your heart is full of 
love, you’re nine feet tall!” 

Once again, the pair is sur¬ 
rounded by loving children 
and, now that Hans is famous, 
by approving adult authority 
figures as well. 

This is a far cry from what 
was going on in the real world 
for gay men in that decade: 
tearoom busts leading to 
blackmail by the legal system, 
witch hunts in the military, 
and McCarthyite fagbaiting in 
Congress. But the film is a per¬ 
fect ‘50s fantasy — a clean, hyp¬ 
ocritical gloss — brought to you 
“in color by Technicolor,” by 
Goldwyn, director Charles Vi¬ 
dor, and his fairy crew. 

Seeing the film again after 
so many years is a bittersweet 
experience: the once haunted 
look of my early ’60s adoles¬ 
cence has changed into a set of 
openly gay adult object choices 
in the ’90s. Can I still view 
through young Peter’s baleful 
eyes, with all the romantic 
angst of his age? Or do I gaze 
at his body, my stare occupied 
with the desires of mine? 
Clearly, both glances belong to 
me, as does the wide-eyed 
amazement of the pre-gay 
child I was in 1952, fully en¬ 
gaged in the cinematic fairy 
tale. By any lights this film is 
gay-coded, and it was in the 
’50s as well. 

Nor is it merely my imagi¬ 
nation. Granger, as it turns out 
in A. Scott Berg’s biography 
Goldwyn, complained about 
the “ridiculous” script. ‘“Look 
at the plot,’ he said, ‘Boy 
meets girl; boy loses girl; boy 
gets boy.’” The very idea was 
too ludicrous back then. Or 
perhaps it was just 43 years 
ahead of its time. 

You can judge for yourself 
on Monday, March 23, when 
AMC, the All-American Movie 
Channel (Channel 34 in the 
Bay Area), airs Hans Christian 
Andersen at 2 p.m. and 8 p.m.

who have embraced the ho¬ 
mophobic line are scared, 
misinformed and pouring 
their energy into something 
they manage to believe and 
that obviously reassures 


them: heterosexuality is God’s 
way; homosexuality is the 
devil’s; if Christ were alive to¬ 
day.... 

One wonders who 
amongst them has read what 
Christ is purported to have 
said, as recorded in the Bible, 
and how they manage to mis¬ 
interpret his message of love 
for one’s neighbor into viru¬ 
lent stupid-ass hate-monger- 
ing. Or that thing about the 
mote, how it would be easier 
to get that infinitesimal speck 
of dust out of someone else’s 
eye if you would only first re¬ 
move the gigantic cross-beam 
from your own. Does this 
sound like a guy who’d worry 
about who was fucking 
whom? And that line about 
judging, or rather, not judg¬ 
ing lest you yourself be 
judged. Has anybody both¬ 
ered to read the Sermon on 
the Mount recently? Or are 
they all too busy making pick¬ 
et signs and fire bombs? Well, 
there’s no point belaboring 
what everybody knows: these 
so-called Christians give an al¬ 
ready sorry tradition another 


black eye in terms of living 
up to the words and deeds of 
Christianity’s supposed mod¬ 
el. 

Besides Mabon, whose mo¬ 
tives are more than question¬ 
able, there are interesting bor¬ 
derline cases, like pastor Wes 
Smith, a genuinely nice guy 
in no way prepared to deal 
with the complexity of hu¬ 
man sexual behavior once it 
starts being discussed in real, 
not merely normative, terms. 
He expresses “a desire in his 
heart for 1959,” the kind of 
year when children weren’t 


“exposed to such a wide vari¬ 
ety of information.” It’s easy 
to laugh at him, cynically, but 
I for one sympathize. Person¬ 
ally, I’d like to go further 
back, certainly to a time be¬ 
fore the atom bomb and talk¬ 
ing pictures— hell, before the 
steam age, maybe. At least 
the guy’s honest about being 
nostalgic and confused. 

There are bright spots 
like Suzanne Pharr, that ac¬ 
tivists’ activist, in her alluring 
butch drag, with her calm, re¬ 
assuring drawl, trying to coax

Claudine Longet: Not Ready 
For Prime-Time Divahood

W ith Love is Blue, 
playwrights Tom 
Marzella and 
Flynn Pinero 
pay tribute to failed pop 
singer, ex-Mrs. Andy 
Williams and skibum killer, 
Claudine Longet. Actually, 
tribute is probably the wrong 
word because this play pokes 
fun at the very idea of cele¬ 
brating the life of such a neg¬ 
ligible pop culture figure. 

While her story is filled 
with elements of glamour and 
drama — a celebrity marriage, 
a singing career, a “crime of 
passion” — the largely-untal- 
ented Longet is a strictly mi¬ 
nor-league tragic diva. She’s 
no Edith Piaf; she’s not even 
a Karen Carpenter. Pinero 
and Marzella, who also direct 
the production, realize this 
and have fashioned Longet’s 
life into a viciously mocking, 
but often very funny, drag- 
musical. 

In the play, the French 
singer’s story unfolds in flash¬ 
back as she confesses all to 
her defense attorney after 
killing her skier lover, Spider 
Sabich. Longet, played by 
Pinero in a dark-brown fall, 
starts out in show business as 
a showgirl in Las Vegas, 


which is where she is first 
wooed by Andy Williams 
(Mike Wilson). Their 
courtship is partly played out

in a hysterical filmed se¬ 
quence — one of the play’s sev¬ 
eral low-tech, multi-media 
gimmicks — in which the cou¬ 
ple nuzzle and read love po¬ 
ems in a flower garden. 


After the pair’s marriage, 
the play follows Longet’s 
struggle to make a name for 
herself as a performer. She’s 
cast by Blake Edwards 
(played as a big fag by Kelley 
Kittell) in the Peter Seller’s 
comedy, The Party, but the 
movie flops. She’s signed to 
A&M Records, but fails to 
score a hit. Worst of all, she 
has to deal with lecherous la¬ 
bel head Herb Alpert (well 
played by Leigh Crow in side¬ 
burns and bolero jacket), who 
likes to chase her around the 
recording studio. 

In the play’s musical num¬ 
bers, Pinero sings tracks 
culled from Longet’s 1960s al¬ 
bums, and mimics her thick- 
as-vichyssoise French accent. 
He has trouble, though, cap¬ 
turing the wispiness of her 
voice, which in its softest reg¬ 
isters was barely audible. Wil¬ 
son has less success evoking 
Williams’ smarmy, poor- 
man’s-Perry-Como singing 
style. He’s merely tuneless. 

The second half of Love is 
Blue details the disintegra¬ 
tion of the couple’s marriage 
(when Longet asks for a di¬ 
vorce, consummate business¬ 
man Williams’ response is, 
“But we still have two more 
Christmas specials in our con¬ 
tract!”), and her relationship

with studly skier Sabich 
(Mike Giordano) in the 1970s. 
This is when we get to see 
the violent, passionate side of 
Longet as she hurls drinks, 
skis and crepe suzettes at 
Sabich in her jealous rages. 

Pinero does a good job go¬ 
ing from demure wifey to co¬ 
dependent psycho-bitch, but 
he’s still upstaged by some of 
the play’s supporting cast. 
Laurie Bushman and Deena 
Davenport are scenestealers 
as a couple of lushes — dead 
ringers for Sally Struthers 
and Match Game-era Fannie 
Flagg — who torment Longet 
in her jail cell. Even better is 
Johnny Kat as Longet’s 
friend, John Denver, who 
tries to comfort her after 


Sabich’s death with 
chamomile tea and a heartfelt 
warble of “Rocky Mountain 
High.” 

You probably need to have 
some fascination with fallen 
celebrities and ’60s:70s junk 
culture to enjoy this show; 
you definitely have to be able 
to laugh at technical glitches 
and production values on a 
par with those of a junior- 
high play. Like one of 
Longet’s old records, the ap¬ 
peal of Love is Blue lies 
mainly in the hilarious ex¬ 
tremes of its schlockiness. ▼

people out of the “politics of 
exclusion” and into the “poli¬ 
tics of inclusion.” 

Ann Scales, professor of 
law at the University of New 
Mexico, gives a succinct and 
stirring refutation of the 
‘‘quasi-legal lingo” being 
cooked up by the religious 
right, which doesn’t quite 
manage to disguise a hatred 
she calls “so ancient and fes¬ 
tering.” 

There’s even the Reverand 
Deborah Tinsley, who, while 
not exactly advocating homo¬ 
sexuality, does intimate that 
there may be something to it. 
“Maybe,” she says with a tru¬ 
ly moving and all-too-rare hu¬ 
mility, “that person is there to 
teach me more about God’s 
love.” Is that what we’re here 
for? 

There are some good men, 
too, like the rabbi, Dr. 
Howard J. Hirsch, who wryly 
remembers somebody once 
having made the distinction 
between “loving the sinner 
and hating the sin” the some¬ 
body in question having been 
a “first-century Galilean rab¬ 
bi, himself a non-Christian.” 
Now I know no self-respect¬ 
ing dyke or fag will buy that 
sin line when applied to ho¬ 
mosex, but this sort of moral 


distinction is crucial to intelli¬ 
gent debate, being equally ap¬ 
plicable to the “sin” of homo¬ 
phobia. Hate ain’t gonna get 
nobody nowhere. The thing 
that impresses me so much 
about the gay activists closest 
to this issue is the spirit of 
love and forgiveness, the hu¬ 
manity with which they pro¬ 
ceed to do battle with the 
most pig-headed, vicious, 
hateful idiots. From my lan¬ 
guage it’s obvious I lack their 
patience and charity. 

The Great Divide, while 
doing a good job at showing 
both sides, finally comes 
down on the side of the an¬ 
gels, which is to say, us. So it 
manages to provide an ulti¬ 
mately unthreatening view of 
a very scary reality. For all 
our sisters and brothers in the 
hate states, and many other 
places around this great land 
of ours, we owe it to our¬ 
selves to become informed, 
remain vigilant and get active 
against the misuse of religious 
fervor. The bottom line is, it’s 
our ass. T

‘12 Steps to a More Dysfunctional You' 

Beating a Dead Horse

T he funny thing about 
12-step programs is 
that they’re not funny 
anymore. 12 Steps to 
a More Dysfunctional You, 
the one-man show gay actor 
Rob Nash is currently per¬ 
forming at the Cable Car The¬ 
atre, is an admirable attempt 
to explore the complexities of 
recovery in a comedic vein, 
but to pass off a two-act play 
that praises, condemns and 
pokes fun at 12-step programs 
without presenting any fresh 
viewpoints or characters only 
underscores just how tired re¬ 
covery-centered comedy has 
become. Written and per¬ 
formed by Nash, and directed 
by Nash and Blake Newman, 
12 Steps is a light entertain¬ 
ment that tries hard to be 
more, but never realizes its 
true potential. 

Charm and integrity 

Nash is capable of writ¬ 
ing amusing material and cre¬ 
ating amiable characters, but 
both as writer and actor he 
lacks the dynamic presence 
needed to energize the stage. 
We’ve seen most of his char¬ 
acters, and heard most of 
these recovery stories and 
jokes, before. The key compo¬ 
nent to the show’s likability is 
Nash himself. A compassion¬ 
ate performer who sports 
charm, integrity and a strik¬ 
ing profile, he wins the audi¬ 
ence over with a grounded, 
warmhearted ease. 


Using only a few props 
and a single sweater draped 
or tied around different parts 
of his body, Nash portrays six 
different members of an ex¬ 
tended, enormously dysfunc¬ 
tional family. 

The familial relationships 
get a little convoluted, but 
Nash starts at the top with 70- 
year-old Mildred, the matri¬ 
arch who divorced her alco¬ 
holic, emotionally abusive 
husband after 40 years of 
marriage. Of their three sons, 
one is an alcoholic, abusive fa¬ 
ther himself, one is gay, or as 
Mildred puts it, “sensitive,” 
and one is in an asylum. 
Nash’s Mildred is all warm 
Texas drawl and resolute be¬ 
lief in making her co-depen¬ 
dency work for her: after suf¬ 
fering for 40 years, Mildred 
writes a book and becomes a 
self-help guru for the geriatric 
set. 

The rest of her family is 
not so fortunate. Her two 
grandchildren, pre-pubescent 
wannabe cheerleader Ashley 
and doped up attitude-cop¬ 
ping parent-hater Matt, have 
fallen victim to their father’s 
alcoholic abuse. Ashley 
speaks in a familiar teen lingo 
peppered with the adjective 
“fully” and the verb “hate.” 
Matt, on the other hand, is 
more interesting. He blusters 
around his bedroom spouting 
street philosophy and exple¬ 
tives. He communicates with 
his parents by phone (they all 
live in the same house) and 
tries to hide — not very well —

Doug Holsclaw's 

'The Sensational Sin Sisters'at Rhino 

Wicked Comedy

T wo new works for 
the stage by Doug 
Holsclaw, Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ associate 
artistic director, will receive 
their world premieres on the 
Rhinoceros stage this week¬ 
end. The Sensational Sin Sis¬ 
ters and The Plunge, a two- 
part performance about gay 
relationships, is directed by 
Adele Prandini, and stars lo¬ 
cal performers P.A. Cooley 
and Brian Thorstenson. 


Holsclaw’s latest works 
contain his trademark wicked 
gay wit, which has been seen 
before in noteworthy produc¬ 
tions like the AIDS farce, 
The Baddest of Boys, and his 
acclaimed one-man show, 
Don’t Make Me Say Things 
That Will Hurt You. In a re¬ 
cent interview with Bay Area 
Reporter, Holsclaw said that 
the “bizarreness” of his work 
always possesses affirmation, 
that there is lightness in his 
work even though he fre-

that he’s really a smart kid 
who’s been wounded by his 
violent upbringing. Watching 
Nash go through Matt’s 
twitchy contortions is easily 
the show’s most rewarding 
component. 

Ashley and Matt’s mother, 
Margot, is a curious creation. 
To the fans of San Francisco 
comedian Mark Davis, she 
will bear a striking resem¬ 
blance to his Mavis Davis 
character. Both women are 
fussy mothers from the Great 
Lake states, but whereas 
Davis’s Mavis is a finely 
drawn caricature, Nash’s Mar¬ 
got is a wan evocation of the 
mother-as-victim character. 
Her connection with the 12- 
step program amounts to 
nothing more than frustra¬ 
tion, and her presence is 
more irritating than illuminat¬ 
ing. 

In the second act, we meet 
Freddy, Mildred’s gay, HIV¬ 
positive son, who has re¬ 
turned home to live, and ulti¬ 
mately die, with his mother. 
Nash imbues Freddy with a 
renegade spirit that avoids 
stereotype, but towards the 
end of Freddy’s segment, he 
gives in to sentimentality, 
thus robbing the show of 
much needed pathos. 

Ultimately, the laughs and 
the drama fail to mesh. The 
show remains on a pleasant 
plateau, never ascending to a 
more expressive level. Amid 
the one-liners, Nash is dealing 
with child abuse, alcoholism, 
Lolita- style pedophilia and 


your standard old routines 
about success and failure. It’s 
heavy duty stuff, and one of 
those issues used to be 
enough for an entire play, 
drama or comedy. As 12 
Steps to a More Dysfunction¬ 
al You proves, the recovery 


movement and all its atten¬ 
dant success, failure and hype 
has passed its comedic prime.

don’t remember a single wig 
being pulled off a head in dra¬ 
matic revelation of gender. 
This cast, by comparison, has 
helium hair — it’s always com¬ 
ing off. Where the original 
Cagelles had the deportment 
and look of high fashion mod¬ 
els, the girls of this revival 
look like the screeching, back¬ 
biting, endlessly swishing in¬ 
mates of some cat house. 

No star turn 

Finally, star Lee Roy 
Reams evinces little affinity 
for the triple-whammy role of 
sincere spouse, doting “moth¬ 
er” and socko nightclub per¬ 
former Alb in/Zaza, except to 
twitch one more time the 
trailing ends of his boa as he 
pummels yet another phrase 
of a song into submission 
with his unresonant vocals. 
Reams has even interpolated 
several local references and 
his (wan) movie star imper¬ 
sonations, accentuating the 
evening’s wayward course. 
The entire enterprise, shabbi¬ 
ly maintained and cheaply en¬ 
acted, is so coarse that I left at 
intermission. 

This worn out production 
is matched in full by the 
shallow lyrics of that famous 


gay philosopher, Jerry Her¬ 
man. His score won a Tony 
(beating Sunday in the Park 
with George), and while the 
showtunes are as jaunty and 
the ballads as lovely as 
anything Herman has written, 
Tony voters must not have re¬ 
alized that the songs had 
words as well as notes. Her¬ 
man’s lyrics have jokes that 
aren’t funny, rhymes like 
“glitz” and “tits” which settle 
for whatever’s easiest, and 
which reach a nadir of under¬ 
standing exactly where they 
should excel — when address¬ 
ing specifically gay issues. 

Now, I’ve worked on 
shows with a lot of queens, 
and affectionately number 
many among my friends. But 
I’ve never heard one of them 
say he became a queen to 
cheer himself up. A Queen is 
born, Jerry, so please dump “I 
Put A Little More Mascara 
On.” 

I didn’t mind missing the 
second-act song, “Masculini¬ 
ty,” with which I’ve always 
had trouble. In it, Albin is 
taught how to be butch to 
gain his in-laws’ acceptance. 
As Albin fails in all the 
stereotypes of gesture and 
voice which would confer 
masculinity on him, Herman 
seems to present as fact the 
simpering ineffectuality of 
gay men to be manly. 


But please. You can’t dig 
too deep in this bog of in¬ 
credulity. There’s precious lit¬ 
tle truth about gay people in 
this show, largely because the 
material it is based on — a 
French boulevard farce and 
subsequent movie — is about 
and created by straight peo¬ 
ple. There aren’t gay people 
in this show, only straight 
people’s shallow stereotypes 
of gays. This is how straight 
people like to see gays repre¬ 
sented, which explains the 
show’s commercial success 
around the world. But to me, 
La Cage is little more than a 
minstrel show. Herman says 
it espouses family values, but 
she’s on the planet Mary. 
Where, but in fiction — and 
usually fiction served up to 
straights — do gay people like 
this exist? 

Herman’s lyrics are not 
just simplistic, they’re wrong¬ 
headed. They perpetuate 
some really tired stereotypes, 
and trivialize the hard won 
truths we’ve learned about 
gender and maleness. Even 
if this particular production 
weren’t so long in the tooth, 
La Cage aux folles itself is 
old. May it rest in peace. ▼

Poking Fun 

Girlfriend Number One 

edited by Robin Stevens; Cleis, $12.95 

Laughing out loud is a reliable test of quality for any humor 
collection .Girlfriend Number One had me laughing so hard that 
I annoyed my cat. A collection of pieces, mostly culled from per¬ 
formances at Red Dora’s Bearded Lady Cafe in San Francisco, 
Girlfriend is a delightful, funny, and often incisive look at what 
it means to be living one or more lesbian lives in the ’90s. 

Consider, for example, Penny D. Perkins’ “philosophical mus- 
ings on an elusive ritual” as she tries through inductive logic to 
answer the profoundly disturbing and difficult question, “What 
is a Lesbian Date?” The key word in the question is date, since 
Perkins begins with the assumption that “one knows what a les¬ 
bian is, especially if it is one’s objective to date her.” For all of 
us who have said to a friend, “I’m meeting someone for dinner; 
I think it’s a date,” Perkins’ reasoning is hilariously and painful¬ 
ly true. 

And once you’ve read Elissa Perry’s revealing look at the joys 
of customer service in a women’s clothing department, you may 
decide to reconsider your options, and go for a career in retail. 
Masha Gessen explains personal ads in “Desperately Seeking 
Same,” and concludes that: “Wanting companionship when 
cuddling up with a good book at night is the world’s second lead¬ 
ing reason for placing lesbian personal ads. The top reason is 
needing someone with whom to walk on the beach.” But 
enough of favorite lines...Treat yourself to Girlfriend Number 
One and start finding your own. ▼

The Lesbian Heresy 

by Sheila Jeffreys; Spinifex $9.95 


I suspect that many people are going to be furious about this 
book. The folks who claim that we are living in a post-feminist 
age (although how we arrived at post-feminism before we actu¬ 
ally achieved feminism is something I’ve yet to understand), 
sadists, masochists, hutches, femmes, and the people who love 
them, and the purveyors of pornography and prostitution are all 
going to be pretty cranky when they read Sheila Jeffreys’ un¬ 
abashed call for a return to the lesbian feminism of the 70s. You 
remember, the feminism that resisted hierarchy and the false di¬ 
chotomies of dominance and submission, while promoting an 
ideal of equality and freedom: “The political theory of lesbian 
feminism transformed lesbianism from a stigmatised sexual prac¬ 
tice into an idea and a political practice that posed a challenge 
to male supremacy and its basic institution of heterosexuality.” 
Throughout The Lesbian Heresy, Jeffreys expresses her convic¬ 
tions without qualification. She is a woman who knows what she 
is about, and who is not afraid to examine the political meaning 
of her life and to insist that we all have an obligation to examine 
our own lives as well. 

I’ve heard women say that their feminism stops at the bed¬ 
room door, that sex is entirely private and never political. Jef¬ 
freys explains in clear and, to me at least, convincing terms that 
the slogan “The Personal is Political” is more than just a catchy 
phrase to print on a T-shirt, it means “that all aspects of lesbian 
life will be examined to see how they fit with the feminist pro¬ 
ject.” 

Jeffreys has a lot to say about role-playing, and why the ad¬ 
vocates of butch and femme are creating a lesbian essentialism 
that is both frightening and ultimately destructive. Her strenuous 
objections to sado-masochism, pornography, and the new lesbian 
sexology are expressed in compelling language, and may offer 
answers to women who are uneasy about these topics, but lack 
a strong theoretical and political basis from which to argue. Jef¬ 
freys’ dissection of postmodernism is particularly interesting, and 
she resists mightily the theoretical hegemony that has taken over 
much lesbian criticism. 

Sheila Jeffreys writes with conviction and without fear; read¬ 
ing The Lesbian Heresy was an exhilarating experience, one 
that gave me great hope for the future. The lesbian feminist pro¬ 
ject is not over — I only hope that we will see a return to the val¬ 
ues that made the end of patriarchy seem not merely a possibil¬ 
ity, but a certainty. ▼

fault. Prokofiev’s music is so 
programmatic, so based in 
specific themes for characters 
and their actions, that it’s 
hard not to simply follow the 
composer’s instructions. This 
may explain why Tudor’s 
version uses music by Delius, 
or why Ashton edited the 
Prokofiev score with savage, 
clarifying authority. 

Overly confident 

It was also especially diffi¬ 
cult to judge exactly what 
was happening in the two, 
central pas de deux for 
Romeo and Juliet (the infa¬ 
mous balcony scene and, lat¬ 
er, in Juliet’s bedroom) last 
Tuesday (March 8), at the bal¬ 
let’s premiere. Juliet was 
danced with great pathos by 
locally-trained ballerina Joan¬ 
na Berman. But her partner, 
Jeremy Collins, an import 
from ABT, seemed not to- 
have quite enough steps — or 
he forgot whatever material 
he’d been given. Collins’s in¬ 
terpretation was sloppy, over¬ 
ly self-confident and some¬ 
times bizarre. He chose a 
goofy, hick-from-the-sticks 
persona, one thoroughly at 
odds with Romeo’s potential 
for maturing passion. 

By contrast, the Saturday 
cast (March 12), featuring 
David Palmer and Tina 
LeBlanc (both former Joffrey 
dancers) in the title roles, pro¬ 
vided a youthful, erotically- 
charged duo — and a full com¬ 
pendium of choreographic 
steps. Palmer, currently 
dancing with SFB on a guest 
basis, would be a terrific addi¬ 
tion to the company’s regular 
roster. 

Besides the star-crossed 
lovers (three more pairs of 
principals are yet to be seen), 
the Tomasson Romeo tri¬ 
umphs largely because of the 
superior performances of the 
ballet’s rich assortment of sec¬ 
ondary roles. On opening 
night, Ashley Wheater danced 
an elegant, restrained Paris 
(Juliet’s unwanted husband-to- 
be); Jais Zinoun portrayed a 
haughty, panther-like Tybalt 
(chief protagonist of the Ca- 
pulet clan); and David Justin 
nearly stole the show with his 


exuberant, hormone-bursting 
Mercutio. 

On Saturday, Jorge Esquiv¬ 
el’s remote Tybalt and 
Christopher Stowell’s impish 
Mercutio were thoroughly de¬ 
lightful. In terms of dancing, 
the single most inventive 
piece of choreography is 
Tomasson’s pas de trois for 
Romeo, Mercutio and Benvo- 
lio on their way to the Ca- 
pulet ball. This sequence is

full of diagonal jetes and cir¬ 
cular, male-bonding revelry. 

The odd paradox of this 
Romeo, and many other 
Romeos, is that despite its 
deficiencies, it still succeeds 
as a great piece of theatre — 
and surely the ballet reperto¬ 
ry has room for works where 
drama takes precedence over 
the purely formal values of 
dancing. But one wishes this 
Romeo were something 
slightly more inspired than 
simply a “warm-weather 
Nutcracker,” as one of my 
colleagues recently, and 
rather harshly, described the 
whole Romeo and Juliet en¬ 
terprise. 

It must be the music and, 
undoubtedly, the story that 
strikes such a deep and funda¬ 
mental chord with most 
members of a Romeo audi¬ 
ence. That chord resonates 
so strongly because Romeo 
suggests the potential for one 
perfect love, however brief 
and however doomed. And 
this, despite any particular 
production’s failings, is al¬ 
ways worth our most impas¬ 
sioned consideration. ▼

quently deals with serious 
subjects. 

The Sensational Sin Sis¬ 
ters is paired with a prelude 
piece — or what used to be 
called a “curtain-raiser” — 
The Plunge, about an en¬ 
counter between two gay 
men after each has jumped 
off the Golden Gate Bridge. 
This “chance meeting of two 
survivors” is the realization of 
an idea Holsclaw has long 
nurtured — the dramatization 
of the lives of those who’ve

survived jumping off the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 

Holsclaw describes Sin 
Sisters as an episodic tale, a 
multi-layered story that ex¬ 
plores gay relationships. In 
talking about his writing, and 
what he finds so enjoyable 


about it, Holsclaw notes that 
“creating the queen-speak of 
Sin Sisters has been sort of 
an anthropological process. I 
wanted to write a play that 
was a kind of a beat poetry of 
this language of queens.” The 
language Holsclaw created for 
Sin Sisters reflects the inten¬ 
sity of the long term friend¬ 
ships that gay men have — 
which are not always sexual 
ones — and the many layers 
there are in those relation¬ 
ship. The audience, he be¬ 
lieves, will recognize the ex¬ 
change of intimacy and insult 
that typifies the friendships of 
many gay men. 

Holsclaw started writing 
the play about a year and a 
half ago, has had several read¬ 
ings of the piece throughout 
the past year, and has made 
adjustments to the script 
throughout the rehearsal pro¬ 
cess. 

He characterizes the story 
of his two characters, Dewey 
and Dale, as the “weekend 
visit from the Queen from 
Hell,” a “Godot-like wander¬ 
ing over an urban wasteland 
in an extended sight-seeing 
tour.” Dewey ( Cooley), is 
the loud, unaware, brassy 
queen who is both embarrass¬ 
ing and endearing. He visits 
his longtime friend, Dale 
(Thorstenson), who has 
moved away, and who keeps 
Dewey at a distance while 
trying to be a good hostess. 
Holsclaw calls his characters 
a “a gay Laurel and Hardy” 
and his work is, in part, a 
“comedy of manners about an 
obnoxious guest.” 

But The Sensational Sin Sis¬ 
ters, which Holsclaw says is 
also “a play with a secret,” op¬ 
erates on a number of levels. 


The playwright explains that 
as the series of scenes builds, 
Dewey and Dale “try differ¬ 
ent approaches to get what 
they want from each other. It 
travels the path of the light

situation-comedy formula and 
gradually darkens as the play 
unfolds. There’s something 
beneath the surface, conflicts 
emerge, and there is, finally, 
an emotional apocalypse.” Ev¬ 
erything in the play, Holsclaw 
continues, “is informed by 
that secret,” one that he likens 
to the secret in The Crying 
Game. To accentuate the 
game-playing that goes on be¬ 
tween Dewey and Dale, de¬ 
signer Iva Walton has creat¬ 
ed a set resembling a game 
board, on which the two ac¬ 
tors move — literally and 
metaphorically — from level to 
level. ▼

Larry Duplechan Rediscovers Blackness through Gayness 


Coming Home

G ood art is always a 
study in contradic¬ 
tions. And art pro¬ 
duced by those who 
are labeled “minorities” in 
our culture explores these 
contradictions often so well 
that the depth of perspective 
goes unnoticed by the major¬ 
ity culture. That is certainly 
the case with being a gay 
African-American in mostly 
straight, white America. Lar¬ 
ry Duplechan, 36, born and 
raised in Los Angeles, is one 
such man. A handsome, ele¬ 
gant fellow with a contempo¬ 
rary gay man’s wicked wit, 
Duplechan has recently pub¬ 
lished his fourth novel, Cap¬ 
tain Swing. His previous 
three novels, two of which 
concerned the light-skinned 
black singer Johnnie Ray 
Rousseau, his white lover 
Keith, and his parents, ex¬ 
plored growing up black in 
Southern California with par¬ 
ents who emigrated from 
Louisiana, story elements that 
reflect Duplechan’s own back¬ 
ground. 

In his previous books, 
Eight Days a Week and 
Blackbird, Duplechan ex¬ 
plored — in the lightest possi¬ 
ble fashion — Johnnie Ray’s 
world. His writing is dextrous 
and on the surface, wonder¬ 
fully sweet, novels best suited 
for the beach, the plane, or 
when one doesn’t want to be 
bogged down with Jamesian 
depth. His work has sold rea¬ 
sonably well and, except for 
his third novel, Tangled Up 
in Blue, the reviews have 
been generally good. But Cap¬ 
tain Swing is a departure for 
Duplechan in that it’s some¬ 
what more serious than his 
other works. Those who have 
enjoyed the journey Johnnie 
Ray takes will be challenged 
here: the white lover, Keith, 
has been dead for a year, a 
victim of a hit and run driver. 
Now Johnnie has to confront 
his pain and loss as his hated 
father, Lance, lies dying in a 
hospital bed in Louisiana. 
While there, trying to recon¬ 
cile things with the man who 
rejected him all his life as a 
“sissy boy,” he falls in love 
with his gay 18-year-old 
cousin, Nigel, to the chagrin 
of the lad’s mother and grand¬ 
mother. It’s a domestic dra¬ 
ma, full of internal conflicts 
and hazy endings; another 
sweet, quick read. 

“Part of my make-up is to 
avoid or deflect serious emo¬ 
tional pain whenever possi¬ 
ble,” said Duplechan in a re¬ 
cent interview. “What hap¬ 
pens to Johnnie Ray is he’s in 
a serious situation in which 
the pain is undeflectable. I’ve 
put someone very much like 
myself in a situation which 
can’t be parried with a well- 
placed wisecrack. But it’s still 
part of me to keep things as 
light as possible, no matter 
how serious the situation.” 


Friends and lovers 

In novels whose characters 
are based on real people, it 
can be a fun game to guess 
who’s who. For Duplechan 
fans, however, there’s very lit¬ 
tle mystery. “Keith is based 
on Greg, my lover of 17 
years,” Duplechan confesses, 
“but he’s also based on a close 
friend I was once in love

with, so in Eight and Black¬ 
bird, Keith looked like this 
friend and behaved like Greg. 
I don’t think of Keith as being 
exactly like Greg; Johnnie 
Ray is much more like me 
than Keith is like him. But I 
killed Keith off because I 
needed to write more about 
Johnnie Ray and nobody 
wants to read about happy 
people. To take Keith away 
would make Johnnie Ray mis¬ 
erable and give us some con¬ 
flict. Of course, when I 
showed Greg the first draft, 
he was a tiny bit disturbed 
about being killed at the top 
of the book, but he got over 
it.” 

And what about Clara and 
Lance, the parents? Are they 
composites of real people? 
“That’s a bit trickier,” said 
Duplechan. “Lance is decided¬ 
ly not my father — my dad is 
not a horrible human being. 
We have a loving relation¬ 
ship. He has trouble with my 
being gay, even after 20 years 
of knowing about it. But he’s 
of another time and place

where it just doesn’t process. 
He tries. 

“Clara is closer to my real 
Mom, altogether Clara is a lit¬ 
tle more accepting of Johnny 
Ray’s gayness than my Mom. 
But she tries, too. Blackbird 
is a bit closer to their reality 
than Captain Swing. Oh, and 
Nigel is totally invented.” 

And what an invention he. 
is: a beautiful, well-built, cof¬ 
fee-colored teen who screws 
like a champ and has the wis¬ 
dom of the ages (the one ma¬ 
jor sex scene in the book siz¬ 
zles). But why, if he’s an in¬ 
vention, does Duplechan have 
Johnny Ray make the pivotal 
move from embracing only 
the white in his life to em¬ 
bracing only the black? 

“I spent so much time in 
my life coming to grips with 
my gayness that I have only 
lately come to terms with my 
blackness. My parents pro¬ 
tected me a lot (from racism), 
growing up; as I was a bright 
child, I was placed in classes 
where I was often the only 
black child there, so I have al¬ 
ways been more comfortable 
around whites than blacks. In 
addition, I was effeminate 
growing up, and was tortured 
by other black people for be¬ 
ing a ‘sissy. - 

“Captain Swing is a sym¬ 
bolic homecoming in a lot of 
ways; it’s allowed me to ac¬ 
cept my parent’s and grand¬ 
parent’s Southern back¬ 
grounds, a heritage I spent 
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years denying. I consciously 
tried to speak standard En¬ 
glish rather than “black” En¬ 
glish and I listened to Joni 
Mitchell rather than Billy 
Holiday, to deemphasize what 
I was uncomfortable with. 

“Greg tells me that 1992 
was the year I became black. 
It’s only after having been 
around gay African-Ameri¬ 
cans that I’ve recently become 
more comfortable with other 
blacks. Last year, I went on a 
weekend retreat in the Ange¬ 
les National Forest, spon¬ 
sored by the Black Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Forum. I 
came away from it a changed 
person. I found I was sudden¬ 
ly listening to the music of 
my past: Blues and gospel 
from Mahalia Jackson and the 
Five Blind Boys of Alabama. 
I was loving it and rediscover¬ 
ing black men. Nigel symbol¬ 
izes my discovery.” 

Captain Swing is a book 
that almost wasn’t written. 
Said Duplechan: “Tangled 
Up in Blue was supposed to 
be my last as it didn’t sell, or

do well with the critics. I 
loudly declared that it would 
be my last novel. For one 
thing, my relationship with 
Greg was on the rocks be¬ 
cause of the time spent writ¬ 
ing. And then so many of my 
friends were dying. I was un¬ 
happy. So I wrote Captain 
Swing in secret.” He even 
hid the first draft from his 
lover. “It wrote itself fairly 
easily; it almost presented it¬ 
self to me as a piece.” 

Growing older, wiser 

Captain Swing, and to a 
lesser degree, Tangled, were 
inspired, at least in part, by — 
God help us — the aging pro¬ 
cess. “I’m working on a new 
project now which may not 
see the light of day, but I’m 
trying something micro-cos¬ 
mic, a gently satiric look at 
myself and a group of friends 
who are entering early mid¬ 
dle age. I think gay men get 
the middle-age crazies earlier 
than straight men do — a lot 
of stock is taken in the idea of 
a ‘thing of beauty is a boy for¬ 
ever.’ I went through a series 
of crises and I had to decide 
for myself that if I wrote, it 
would be because I wanted to 
and not because I hoped to 
make a living at it, or become 
a media star.” 

Those of us who are older 
than 37 may question 
whether or not that age is the 
beginning of middle-age, but, 

I suppose, it’s all in the eyes 
of the wrinkled. Duplechan 
agrees: “Okay, 37 is a relative¬ 
ly young age, but between the 
time my first novel was pub¬ 
lished and the beginning of 
Swing I had in fact dealt with 
a great deal of loss. I lost my 
very best friend to AIDS, 
along with other friends. Trust 
me, that ages you and matures 
your writing.” 

What’s next for Duplechan? 
“Well, I hope I’ll be able to 
have the tools at hand to take 
on pithier subject matter 
someday,” he says. “Being 
bright isn’t the issue, it’s more 
about temperament and de¬ 
sire. I’m not a real deep per¬ 
son in many ways — definitely 
not an intellectual. I’m just a 
guy who has a way with 
words.” ▼
